Life in Central Florida. 


Newport, Florida, March 21, 1904. 

The ride on the train from Jackson- 
ville on the coast to Tallahassee in the 
centre of the state of Florida isa long 
and sindy trip. For six hours one is 
jolted over a poorly laid track, bebind 
an engine which burns huge logs of 
pine wood, instead of coal, filling the 
air with resinous smoke. The country 
is uninteresting, for it is a low and 
sandy plain, interspersed with cypress 


swamps and pine forests. The towns at 
which the train stops are in every case, 
merely a collection of rude cabins; with 
black pigs and black pickannies about 
the doorways and negroes dozing in the 
sun. Poverty is everywhere. 
Arriving at Tallahassee, one expects 
see a city; but the capital of the 
State musters at most but four thousand 
inhabitants, and bas the appearance of 
a quaint old southern town rather than 
a city. 

A twenty mile drive southwest from 
the capital brings one to Newport on 
the beautiful St. Marks river. Here 
before the war stvod one of the most 
of southern towns. Today 
huge logs that project abova the river, 
mark the spots where informer days 
stood wharfs pilled high with bales of 
cotton brought in from the country for 
miles around, and waiting to be loaded 
on sea going vessels for export.

there is little trace of Newport's former 
A few belonging to 
white people, a few cabins belonging 
to negroes—at best fifty inhabitants— 
are all that remain. 

Rambles and drives through the pine 
forests reveal occasional rows of fruit

The **Ladd Plantation’? of four thou- 
sand acres has become the property of 
Mr. Nathaniel Brewer of Lynn, Mass., 
gradually the forests are being cleared 
away, and the cotton fields of years 
ago reclaimed that the cotton plantation 
of the nineteenth ceutury may become 
in the twentieth century one of the 
largest of pecan groves. The growing 
demand for the pecan nut is creating a 
new industry in the South, and fields 
that cannot new be protitably worked 
with cotton, can be worked with nut 
trees. Near the river stands the house, 
at the end of a long pecan grove, where 
the small trees of today give promise of 
many noble tress in the future. At the 
back of the house apparently the 
forest, but a short walk through the 
trees brings one to other open clearings 
where acres and of trees will 
eventually stand.

In the afternoon as 
the sun goes down, a chill and damp- 
ness comes into the air which warns 
one that indoors beside a bright wood 
fire is the most healthful place, 

Spring is already far advanced. Tie 
trees have broken their buds, and the 
soft green foliage is everywhere; the 
rose vines ou the piazza are putting 
forth a profusion of blossoms which 
keep the dining table in continual 
beauty. In the woods the yellow jessa- 
mine is gilding every old trunk, and 
climbing tall bushes in its effort to get 
the sunlight. The red bud and wild 
honey suckle make the wouds not only 
pink but fragrant. Among the brown 
tranks of the pine trees gleam the 
flowering dogwood, and along the river 
banks the bright green is enlivened by 
the fresh red maple leaves and the 
brilliant buck eye. The woods resound 
with bird music. The thrush, cardinal 
bird, chickadee, mocking bird, quail 
and redheaded woodpecker are every- 
where. In this land of sunlight, 
fragrance and music, it is hard to realize 
that there can be cold snow, and bleak 
March winds and cloudy days in old 
New England. 

The lives of the negroes seen here are 
of continual interest to the Northerner. 
Their ambition is small, their wants 
few, their desire to labor infinitesimal 
any idea of time lacking. Corn meal, 
cane syrup, pork and fish make up 
their diet, all of which can be obtained 
with very little effort. Sometimes two 
ort three families will live in a one 
room cabin, with one door and no 
windows, rather than build a cabin, the 
wood for which could be had for the 
cutting. The cabins are quaint, made 
of logs, with the chimney, at one end 
and on the outside, built of sticks and 
clay; look in at the door on some 
bright morning when the thermometer 
registers 65 degrees and the New Eng- 
lander is amused to see the women and 
children huddled about the open fire, 
with their heads and ears tied up in 


old shawls, complaining of the cold. | 


The negro school and church are the 
only institutions of tuwn life. Both 
are held in the sime building, a rude 


unpainted shanty, with board shutters | 


on the outside for windows, and 


wooden benches within for seats, A 
small bell rung by a rope that hangs 
down over the roof calls worshippers 
on Sunday and school children on week 
days. 

The attendance at school, which is in 
session only two months and a half each 
year, averages a dozen cbildren ranging 
in age from mature girls of sixteen to 
lisping tots of four or five. They are 
taught by a bright appearing young 
colored woman who for three years 
attended the Normal Scbool for Indian 
and Colored at Tallahassee. She has 
few tools to work with, for the parents 
are obliged to buy the books, and as 
money is scarce books are few. In all 
there were not more than a dozen books 
consisting of readers, spelling books and 
one geography of antiquated text. 
Arithmetic was uot taught because 
there were no crayons for the little 
black board. Paper was 80 scarce 
that a half sheet was divided among a 
class of five pupils, and this, with one 
emall pencil that was passed among 
them, they used to copy their A. B. 
C.’s from a well worn chart. 
seemed their greatest accomplishment, 
although they repeated the hard words 
parrot-like after the teacher. The 
order and attention were excellent, 
signifying that there was a desire for 
knowledge. 

To the majority of negroes religion is 
of great importance. Each Sunday a 
lung prayer-meeting and a Sunday 
school session uses up the best portion 
of the afternoon, aod every fifth Suuday 
an itinerant colored preacber conducts 
a service in the morning. A change is 
about to take place in the ‘‘preacher as | 
he does not holler right loud but talks 
soft like.’’ 

As this is the only season of the year 
when Florida is really enjoyable, a man 
is fortunate if once in alife time he 
can spend his vacation in this climate 
before it is too warm, and can watch 
the opening of spriog and summer two 
months before their opening takes place 
in New England, can watch nature 
settle down not to a paltry two months 
of bloom and fruit, but to a summer of 
six months in which she does her best 
and a wilderness blossoms like a rose.

Boston, March 30, 1904. 

Our legislature is jogging along at an 
easy gait, keeping up, for the most 
part, with the committees, but getting 
close to the date when it cannot do so 
and when the house sessions must oc- 
cupy the full time for a regular session. 
A singular feature of the session is that 
we have not yet reached a point where 
we can fairly tell what sort of legisla- 
ture we have. Straws point in opposite 
directions.

Wonderful Doll House. 


Mrs. Charles F. Tirrell of Cottage 
street, Quincy, has just completed a 
elaborate doll house which will shortly 
be placed on exhibitiou in some store 
in City Square. With the exception of 
the frame work the bouse and furnish- 
ings are practically made of card board. 

The house is 42 inches long, 28 inches 
wide and 30 inches high, It has four 
rooms viz: kitchen, dining room, parlor 
and bedroom, Each room is elaborately 
furnished. The furniture is made of 
card board with varnished wall paper. 
The floors are also covered with wall 
paper imitating grained wood. 

In the kitchen is a small iron stove, 
sink, pump, table and chairs, and cook- 
ing utensils. 

In the dining room isa table, side- 
board, chairs and open fire place. 

In the parlor there is a piano and 
otber parlor furniture. 

‘The bed room is equally well furnished. 

On the floor are pieces of fancy wall 
paper which resemble art squares.

Fire Alarms. 


False alarms, still alarms and incen- 
diary fires kept the fire department on 
the jump from Saturday night until 
Monday morning. 

The first alarm was sounded from box 
443 at 7.10 Saturday night. This was 
for a slight fire ina chimney on West 
street. 

The department had hardly returned 
from answering this when a part of the 
Central station was summoned on a still 
alarm to extinguish a woods fire in 
Faxon Park. 

The next bell alarm was from box 29, 
and sounded at 1.30 Sunday morving. 
This sent the Central and Wollaston 
departments hurrying down Butler road. 
Upon their arrival the box was found 
open, but there was no sign of anybody 
about or of any fire, and it was set 
down as a false alarm. ‘This is the 
second false alarm from this section 
within a few days. 

At 8.33 Sunday evening av alarm 
was sounded from Box 441. This 
proved to be a fire in the old stone 
sheds and stable situated at the Frank 
Hardwick quarry on Quarry street. 
These buildings have not been in use 
for some years. They have been set 
afire several times and should have 
been torn down long ago as they were 
of no value. 

The buildiags are some distance 
apart. When the department arrived 
they found both buildings blazing, 
which showed that the incendiary had 
applied the torch to both. Both build- 
ings were destroyed, the loss was what 
they were worth for old lumber. 

The last alarm came in from Box 42 
at 12.55 A. M. Monday. This was fora 
fire in the sheds and shop of ©. H. 
Hardwick & Co. on Quarry street. 
This was also an incendiary fire and 
must bave been burning some time be- 
fore discovered by Otlicer Johnson. 

Box 441 was the nearest to the fire 
but Officer Johnson was coming down 
Copeland street when he saw the blaze, 
and as he was but a few feet away 
from Box 42 he rang that in. 

The fire was burning briskly when 
the department arrived on the scenes 
and the shed and shop were practically 
destroyed. 

Chief Williams estimates the loss on 
sbed and contents to be $800. 

At the office of C. H. Hardwick Co. 
it was learned that there were several 
pieces of granite in the burned shed, 

Mr. Hardwick feels somewhat in- 
ceased at the lack of police protection 
afforded his property. He says that 
every Sundaya gang of hoodlumsgatber 
in his shed and blacksmith shop, which 
they enter by false keys, and play cards.

But asa matter of fact there 
was little demand for sales after mid- 
night and no real necessity for such 
trade. In short, the bill as reported 
places the liquor traflic on a 
rational basis than ever before, accom- 
modating the public and protecting the 
morals of the community.—Boston 
Courier.

Mayor Bryant—In the report of the 
Committee they have estimated as 
receipts $3,390.14 from street sprinkling 
and $1,000.00 for intere-t. These could 
not be legally used for current expenses. 
He asked why they were included in 
receipts. 

Councilman Bass—We can only raise 
$12 on the $1,000 for current expenses. 
The budget as reported called for 
$336,919.65. We can only raise about 
$275,316.82. The committee asked the 
Mayor for an itemized statement of 
receipts. We wentover these carefully. 
In the Burial Places department $700 
were received for interest on perpetual 
care fund and $1,300 received for per- 
petual care were used, It did not seem 
proper to use these and they were 
struck out. We also struck out $2,100 
from outside poor, $50 from parks and 
$162.25 by the School Committee. We 
were obliged to find some other receipts 
to replace these and we took street 
sprinkling and interest. We made a 
net cut of $1,914 onthe budget. The 
Assessors can take the receipts we have 
discarded if they wish. 

Mayor Bryant—This is the first time 
the Mayor has ever been called upon to 
give a detailed estimate of receipts, 
although I readily complied with the 
request. I took what 1 considered 
legitimate receipts. It was not the 
business of the Finance Committee to 
take something else. Iam willing to 
acknowledge I made mistakes in some 
of my receipts. If any receipts in my 
list could not be taken they should 
have reduced the budget instead of 
taking street sprinkling and interest to 
raise the amount. In taking these they 
will take something the assessors have 
always taken. The street sprinkling is 
something that comes in from last year 
and should be applied to reduce tax 
rate. 

Principal Assessor Thompson in re- 
ply to a question by Councilman Whiton 
whether it was illegal to include the 
street sprinkling aad interest, said: 
This was matter that pertained to 
the Assessors department. The order 
for street sprinkling calls for $6,800. 
This we raise by taxation, one half is 
assessed upon abutters. If you take 
this as a receipt, you will expend over 
$10,000 for street watering. The Asses- 
sors have to raise $26,482 for interest. 

The interest saved by the city should 
be taken as au offset. We take these 
to reduce the tax rate. 

Councilman Bass—If the committee 
passed these there would have to bea 
cut down. He did not believe in in- 
cluding a receipt we can not take. We 
want to include receipts that actually 
exist. 

Mayor Bryant—I was not present at 
the meeting when my estimate of re- 
ceipts came up. I was present at the 
first meeting. At the second there was 
not a quorum, and I was not notified

Notes and Comments. 


The Young Men’s Christian associa- 
tioa of Syracuse, N. Y., has received an 
offer from Benjamin Toucey of a location 
worth $31,000, adjoining its present 
building, which is in the centre of the 
city and near the government building. 
He also offers $100,000 in cash for the 
erection of a new building, provided a 
like amount is pledged by the citizens 
of Syracuse. Would that a Benjamin 
Toucey resided in Quincy and that his 
bame was Faxon. 


The Water department of the city 
makes a very satisfactory finincial re- 
port for the year 1903, especially when 
one takes into consideration the fact 
that no charge is made to the city de- 
partments for water. 

But the fact remains that the Water 
department is not yet wholly self sup- 
porting. Inthe annual budget of 1903 
only the maintenance and interest were 
charged up against the water rates. 
This year the Finance Committee have 
included the maturing water debt of 
$35,500.00 making a total of $71,225.00. 
The receipts from customers in 1903 
were $86,045.29, and if the increase 
duriog 1904 are nearly $5,000.00 larger, 
the receipts of this year should be} 
nearly $94,000.00. This leaves about 
$20,000.00 to be applied to the State 
assessment for water which now 
amounts to over $30,000.00. 

If the State assessment does not in- 
crease too rapidly there isa prospect 
that the cash receipts may equal the 
cash expenditures, particularly as the

Letter from the State House. 


Boston, April 13, 1904. 

The agricultural fight is over for this 
year, unless there is a small skirmish 
in the house raised by Mr. Stevens of 

Somerville, the one dissenter on the 
committee on public service who repre- 
sents the governor's side of the effort 
to reorganize the state board of agricul- 
ture. Yesterday the two adverse re- 
ports were accepted in the sevate with- 
out a word of debate. It is recognized 
that the effort to reorganize the board 
is dead for this year. Representative 
Ward of Buckland, who bas done much 
to defeat the effort this year and who 
is in close touch with the farming in- 
teres!s, predicts that no further effort 
will be made for five or six years at 
least. As he sees it, the farmers bave 
convinced the legislature that they do 
not wish any change in the system. 

Another mountain which has labored 
to produce a mouse is the effort to 
change the inscription on the tablet of 
the Hooker statue. Lots of matter was 
printed in the papers. A pampblet re- 
port of the committee hearing was dis- 
tributed and it seemed as if some gross 
wrong bad been done. But when the 
matter was sifted the committee report- 
ed Jeave to withdraw onthe petition for 
a change. 

The vote of 58 to 133, whereby the 
house refused to order to a third read- 
ing the bill to permit the sale of liquor 
till midnight by licensed inuholders 
illustrates once more the attitude of the 
legislature for the last 15 or 20 years,— 
that it is steadily and by a decided 
majority against any movement to relax 
the liquor laws. It bas been said that 
if the owners of the first class hotels 
had limited their petition to their own 
case they might bave carried their bill, 
but since t'ey were willing to take 
along with them the smail places which 
were really saloons, then- they suffered 
inevitable defeat. 

This matter must be taken in con- 
nection with the republican party 
attitude this week at the state con- 
vention Friday. The state committee 
is unquestionably against Foss and his 
reciprocity ideas and, at this hour, it 
is not expected that Foss will carry the 
convention, or come anywhere near it. 
The committee on resolutions contains 
some of the strongest republicans and 
high tarriff men in the state, such as 
Gen, Draper of Hopedale and William 
H. Bent of Taunton. This being the 
patty policy, it is not to be expect- 

ed that the legislature will adopt 
reciprocity resolutions, or come any- 
where near it. Their author, Mr. 
Drinkwater of Braintree, is a democrat, 
son of Col. A. C, Drinkwater of the 
democratic state committee, and that 
will turo republicans against his prop-

These were 
the years when Col. F, W. Parker was 
superintendent, 

He was arepresentative in legislature 
rapresenting the Quincy and Weymouth 
district in 1878 and 1879. He wasa 
member and chairman of the board of 
registrars of voters from the institution 
of that office in May 1884, to May 1804.

entire state the law hitherto applied to 
Berksbire county only ferbidding the

railroad or street railway. 

Gov. Bates may save ove of his recom- 
mendations from defeat, although the 
situation is against him now. That is 
the recommendation fora general law 
for trust companies. The senate has 
referred to the next legislature the bill 
for this purpose which was reported 
from the committee on banks and 
banking. But the president of the 
senate and speaker of the house have 
been consulted about the matter, and a 
sub-committee has been appointed to 
see if a point of order could be raised 
successfully against a general Dill if 
one should be reported upon the peti- 
tion for a special charter. It is be- 
lieved that a point would not lie against 
it and that the governor may still carry 
his point. 

Though the telegraph and telephone 
companies have been able to defeat 
every previous bill for state supervision 
of their business yet the committee on 
mercantile affairs has reported today 
another bill for that purpose.

Strike at Shipyard. 


The 2,000 emp!vyes at the Fore River 
shipyard who took a holiday Monday 
on account of the new schedule of hours, 
did not return to work next morning. 
Meetings of the different unions were 
held Monday which appointed com- 
mittees to have a conference with the 
managers of the Fore River company. 

This conference was held Tuesday 
but was practically without re-ult. 

General Manager Smith made a prop- 
osition to the committee that the men 


schedule assuring them that they would 
hold conferences with the committee 
|} during the week aud try and reach a 
settlement. This did not meet the 
views of the men’s committee who 
proposed that they return to work 
upon the old schedule and hold con- 
ferences during the week. 

General Manager Smith says it is a 
mistake to say that a!l the men are out 
and that work is at a standstill. There 
are many men still at work at the 
works, 

The m n are laboring under the im- 
pression that the company intended to 
establi-h a ten hour day the entire year. 
Such an idea, however, was not thought 
of. During the winter the company 
lost a number of days on account of the 
weather. As a result some of the 
work got behind and we sought to 
make up part of the time by adding a 
little time to the summer schedule. 
The men do not lose anything as they 
wi'l be paid for the extra time. 

The unions say that if their head 
officers sanction a strike they can draw 
strike pay while out, but if a strike is 
declared without this sanction then 
they will be cut off from strike pay. 
For this reason the men out say: 
“*There is no strike, we are simply 
taking a holiday.’’ 

The machinists, who are not organ- 
ized, are still at work, and have been 
all the week. 

The several unions that are out are: 
Forgers, Boiler Makers, Shipwrights, 
Carpenters, Anglesmiths, Pattern 
Makers, Moulders, Drillers and Tap- 
pers, Machine Clippers, Painters and 
Caulkers. 

The position of the Fore River com- 
pany is officially explained ina type- 
written statement given to the press, 
as follows: 

“Oo April 6, the ‘employes sub- 
mitted a petition fora half holiday on 
Saturday, beginning April 1], with the 
same working hours as obtained last 
year. ‘The company’s present practice 
is to pay its employes by the hour; a 
day’s work consisting of nine hours in 
most trades. 

“*Tast year, when the half holiday 
was in force, the hours of labor were 
from 7A. M. to 12 noon, and from 
12.45 P. M. to 5.50 P. M., excepting 
Saturdays, whenthey were from 7 A. M. 
to 12 noon, making a totalof 53 3-4 
hours per week. This practice re- 
sulted in loss to the company, which 
was undesirable to continue. 

‘*The company, therefore, considered 
with care, after consultation with all 
its officers and foremen, the prepara- 
tion of a schedule of working hours 
and decided upon one which appears to 
be a logical and sensible one, equally 
in the interests of the company and its 
employes, viz. 7 A. M. to 12 noon, and 
from 12.45 P, M. to 5.45 P. M., except- 
ing Saturdays, when the hours would 
be from 7 A. M. to 12 noon, making a 
total of 55 hours per week, for which 
the men would be fully paid; the hour

The State Board of Conciliation and 
Arbitration spent the entire afternoon 
in Quincy, on ‘Thursday, trying to 
Settle the differences between the Fore 
River Co. and the men whw are out on 
a strike, or holiday. 

The board arrived at 12.49, and was 
in consultation with the men’s com- 
mittee until after 3 o'clock at Carpen- 
ter’s hall. 

It was expected that the men’s com- 
mittee would accompany the board to 
the Fore River works, but they did not. 
At about 3.15 the members of the board 
took’a carriage for the works, and from 
then until after six o'clock they were 
in consultation with the management. 
The whole situation was gone over but 
no definite understanding bad been 
reached when the board departed for 
Boston, 

Gen. Manager Smith in conversation 
with a representative of the Patriot 
said that the company had made a 
proposition to the State board to leave 
the matter to a board of arbitration.

reads: 

Section 1. The commissioners ap- 
pointed under section three of chapter 
456 of the acts of the year 1900 shall, at 
the time of hearing the parties to 
determine those specially benefitted by 
the constraction of the new bridge over 
the Weymouth Fore river, so-called, 
connecting tlat part of the city of 
Quincy known as Quincy Point with 
the town of Weymouth, in like manner 
determine and decree what officers shall 
have the care and superintendence of 
the abatmeots, bridge, piers aud draws, 
and perform the duties heretofore per- 
formed by the trustees of said Quincy, 
Weymouth and Hingham bridges. 

Provided, however, that until, the ac- 
ceptance of the report of said commis- 
sioners as provided in said act, the 
trustees of said Quincy, Weymouth and 
Ifingham bridges sball continue to per- 
form the duties imposed upon them by 
chapter 265 of the acts of the year 1875 
and acts in addition thereto, and by the 
report of the commissioners appointed 
under said act. 

Section 2, Said commission appointed 
under section three of said chapter 456 
shall also ascertain and assess the full 
cost and expense of caring for said 
bridge from the time that the same was 
turned over to the trustees of the 
Quincy, Weymouth and Hingham

with Spain was a mere skirmish, be- 
fore apy of the heroes had monuments 
erected to them, and how much yet 
might be done for those men before the 
soldiers of the war with Spain have 
their turn. Only a few. words were 
said in the senate against the resolve, 
and it was voted down almost unani- 
mously. Possibly the cost had some- 
thing to do with the action, but this 
does not appear. 

An illustration of the inconsistencies 
of members’ ideas about state finances 
is given by the proposition fora new 
state hospital for crippled and de- 
formed children. Here is the state 
administration struggling with the 
worst financial condition which bas 
been known since the civil war. The 
condition of these children bas not be- 
come suddenly worse. Yet a bill is re- 
ported for an appropriation of $300,000 
fora state hospital for them. It is not 
infrequently that it seems as if mem- 
bers thought it did not make much 
difference whether an extra ‘‘0’’ were 
added to a sum, and then, agaiv, they 
will scrap two hours about paying a 
man $100 for a horse disabled in the 
militia service.

Political lines are still drawn on the 
issue of reciprocity with Canada, in 
spite of the immense business move- 
ment in that direction, as shown by the 
long list published in yesterday's 
papers, including many prominent re- 
publicans. The committee on federal 
relations may be expected to win in the 
debate over its adverse report on the 
reciprocity resolutions, for the two 
dissenters, Messrs. Coulhurst and 
Grady of Boston, though both good 
debaters, are both democrats and that 
queers the situation as far as the merits 
of the case are concerned. Besides, the 
large majority in the recent republican 
state convention against Eugene N. 
Foss and his reciprocity idea establishes 
the party policy. Geno. Draper and Col. 
Albert Clarke are active and influential. 
The speech of Col. Clarke befure the 
committee against reciprocity has been 
distributed in print, and this legisla- 
ture need not be looked to for any de- 
parture from the orthodox republican 
position on the protective question. 

The same two democrats who dissent 
on the reciprocity resolutions are also 
dissenters from the adverse report on 
the resolutions fur the election of 
United States senators by the people. 
This not been 
much of a partisan one, and republicans 
have been found frequently in favor of 
it. Bat it is quite probable that the at- 
titude of Senator Hoar, who is strongly 
and forever set like the hills against it, 
has had its influence and has made it 
seem more of a party proposition than 
formerly. Of course any declaration by 
the legistature would be a mere expres- 
sion of opinion aud would amount to 
nothing more than an illustration of the 
feeling of Massachusetts on the subject. 
But Massachusetts will tell Congress 
that she prefers the present system. 

The expected bas happened thus far 
with Gov. Bates’ proposition for a di- 
rect inberitance tax of 5 per cent. on 
inheritances and successions. The tax- 
ation committee, divided, reported a 
bill fora 2 percent. tax, and now the 
ways and means committee, with the 
dissentor, Messrs. Harding of Chatham, 
Ward of Buckland and Grady of Boston 
reports that the bill ought not to pass. 
The bill will bea special order in the 
house next Tuesday, but there is no 
indication that it will pass against the 
recommendations of the committee. 
Thus the last of the governor's plans 
for relief without a larger state tax 
will fall to the ground and the people 
must make up their minds toa state 
tax much heavier than ever before, of 
this, $1,100,000 will be for the support 
of paupers whose cost has been trans- 
ferred from cities and towns to the 
state. 

One of the little humors of the situa- 
tion is the time and ability spent upon 
the question of the length below which 
it shall not be legal to take pickerel. 
‘Phe bill fixes the length at ten inches. 
After various debates and disagreements 
the matter has reached the stage of a 
conference commitiee, Senators Pratt 
of Plymouth, Chamberlin of Worcester 
and Goff of Bristol having been appoiat- 
ed on the part of the senate. 

The proposition to have parasites to 
destroy the gypsy moth and the brown 
tail moth has come to nothing by the 
acceptance of the adverse report, There 
remains the bill to declare that the 
pupae, nests and eggs of these moths 
are a public nuisance, but that is likely

Strike Declared. 


The expected happened and a formal 
strike was declared April 22 by some 
of the unions against the Fore River 
Yard. 

The shipwrights were the fist to 
take formal action. The boiler makers 
were the next to follow suit. The boiler 
makers say that they have the support 
and sanction of President McNeil, and 
their National officers. A telegram has 
been sent to headquarters asking the 
presence in Quincy of some of the grand 
officers. 

President Kirk of tke Shipwrights 
union arrived in town from Elizabeth, 
N. J., Wednesday. He was present at 
the meeting of that union and went 
over the situation with the meo. 

The conference Thursday was arranged 
by the men, and at their solicitation. 
The committee which called upon the 
ofticials of the company were Hugh 
Kirk, National president of the Ship- 
wrights union; Stewart Reid, organizer 
of the American Federation of Labor; 
aud Mr. Hart, of the Boiler Makers 
union, 

The committee left City Square at 
3.50 and were back again in an hour, 
the conference not lasting over thirty 
minutes. 

General Manager Smith, when seen 
after the conference said: ‘‘We told the 
committee we had but one proposition 
to make and that was the one we made 
before. It was that the men should re- 
turn to work according to the schedule 
of the 55-hour week. The situation 
far as the company is concerned is just 
where it was when the trouble began.’’ 

When the State Board of Conciliation 
and Arbitration were in town a few 
days ago the company offered to take 
the men back on these terms pending a 
settlement by arbitration. As this has 
not been accepted the arbitration clause 
bas been withdrawn. 

President Kirk was found at the 
strikers headquarters later in the even- 
ing, but could not be induced to say a 
word in regard to the conference. 

From reliable source it is understood 
that the company will attempt to start 
up their yards on Monday, and that 
notices will be posted that all men who 
desire to return under ths 55-hour 
schedule may do so. 


Elbridge Clapp. 


Mr. Elbridge Clapp, one of Quincy’s 
long residents, diéd' at his home on 
Granite street quite suddenly Friday 
evening, April 22.

Part of it was 
built as early as 1636, and the structure 
was virtually complete early in the 
Fighteenth Century. 

“The Colonial Dames desire to put 
the Houss in permanent repair, to 
furnish it ia the colonial fashion, and 
to preserve it permanently and open it 
to the public as a museum in a manner 
similar to that in which the Van Cort- 
land house is preserved by the Colonial 
Dames of New York. ‘They wish to 
raise $3,000 for this purpose. 

**In so doing, they earnestly desire the 
couperation of residentsof the Quincy 
society, with whom they may thus be 
brought into closer touch than has 
hitherto been the case. 

‘I write accordingly to ask whether 
you are disposed to send $5.00 (more or

In these schools the emigrant 
children largely of Jewish and Italian 
parentage are made in an iucredibly 
short space of time into full fledged 
American citizens. The speaker quoted 
at length from ‘* Americans in Process"’ 
a book recently published which covered 
exactly the grouod which she wished 
to present to us and which she had 
assisted iu preparing. 

Mrs. Atherton also referred to the 
College Settlement work in the South 
End and the book which deals with 
that phase of the foreign question, viz: 
‘*Our City Wilderness, ’’ 

The North and West End is a great 
community of the unskilled. ‘The first 
impression is we are in a foreign land 
and not in America at all. But the 
rapidity with which the children im- 
bibe our customs and become assimilat- 
ed, at least apparently, is thus graphi- 
cally expressed, ‘‘they land Saturday, 
settle Sunday, enter school Monday and 
vote on Tuesday.’’ 

The Italian boys take readily to num- 
bers but do not care for reading because 
of the lack of judgment shown by the 
city in selection of text books. Among 
the Jewish children the most intense 
family affection is found. Cooking 
classes and manual training classes 
especially interesting and useful. Only 
50 of 200 graduate and only 75 per 
cent. reach the Sth grade.

Death Rate Large. 


Our attention to dangerous occupa- 
tions bas been called by the fact that 
Quincy is the only city mentioned in 
a lengthy editorial from the New Bed- 
ford Standard. But few will class stone 
cutting among the most dangerous. 
The Standard says: 

‘**A bill before tha legislature has 
called attention to the sanitary dangers 
of certain occupations, and the Massa- 
chusetts Association of Boards of 
Health has recently spent a session in 
discussion of the subject. There has 
been in this country almost no official 
recognition of the fact that some oc- 
cnpations entail a much larger death 
rate than others, and therefore no sta- 
tistics are available. 

‘‘But Great Britain has looked into 
the matter and its findings are enlighten- 
ing. For instance, the general death 
rate of plumbers, painters, and glaziers, 
and of cotton and linen mill operatives 
is nearly twice, and of potters, earthen- 
ware manufacturers and file makers 
more than three times that of the pro- 
fessional and agricultural classes. 

**In this state some statistics in re- 
gard to tuberculosis are available, and 
they show that the death rate from 
consumption among marble workers 
and stone cutters in a recent year was 
3.7 per cent. and among masons 4.1 per 
cent.; while the death rate from this 
disease among all males was 2.5 per 
cent. The Quincy board of health re- 
ports that the death rate from tubercu- 
losis among the stone cutters of that 
city is recognized as excessive, and 
general knowledge, even lacking definite 
Statistics, leaves undisputed the fact 
that there is a long list of trades dan- 
gerous to the safety and the bealth of 
those engaged in them. 

‘In the canvass of the subject at the 
meeting of the health boards, most of 
the difficulty in regard to these indus- 
tries was attributed to the matter of 
}dust and excessively warm or moist 
temperature. The chief speaker grouped 
|the main causes of unhealtbfulness in 
this ways: 

‘*First, tha dust from the fine metallic 
particles produced in needle making 
and io other steel cutting work, from 
stone and marble cutting, and from the 
fibrous material in the carding room of 
textile mills, 

‘*Next, the heat and moisture, sepa- 
rately or combined, of laundries, glass- 
biowing shops, iron and steel works, 
spinning rooms and other parts of fac- 
ae tending to pulmonary disorders. 


‘*Then, the intoxication due to the 
introduction into the system of metallic 
poisons and through the fumes of non- 
metallic chemical substances; and cita- 
| tion was made of tke facts that carbon bi- 
sulphide, as used in certain processes for 
treating india rubber and gutta percha, 
produces severe hysteria and = ex- 
haustion; strong acids and alkalies 
sometimes overcome the workmen en- 
gaged in their manufacture; benzine, 
as used in cleansing, and certain other 
commercial spirits sometimes, though 
more rarely, cause toxic effects; and 
the manufacture of fertilizer, render- 
ing, bone-boiling, tanning and other 
industries accompanied by the produc-

Bakers’ Strike. 


The Bakers’ strike of Boston has 
reached Quincy and is causing house- 
keepers some little inconvenience. 

The Home bakery of L. M. Pratt & 
Son employed a union baker. He was 
expected to go to work at 2 A. M. on 
Monday, having mixed 200 to 300 loaves 
of bread the night before. 

But at7 A. M. the baker had not 
been at work, Atthat hour he pre- 
sented Messrs. Fratt a lengthy agree- 
ment to sign forthwith. When the firm 
decided to take a little time he refused 
to go to work. 

Mr. Pratt says his baker was receiving 
the maximum union pay, was favored 
in purchasing household supplies, aud 
further was working less hours than 
the union schedule. 

William L. Chase is not discommoded 
because he is a baker himself and he is 
supplyiog all demands. 

In Boston all the union men of 
George S. Fox aud J. G. & B.S. 
Ferguson are out, and their output is 
limited. 

The strike covers Boston, South Bos- 
ton, East Boston, Charlestown, Cam- 


bridge, Somerville, Everett, Chelsea, 
Brighton, East Weymoutb, Medford, 
Lynn, Salew, Brockton, Abington, 


Rockland, Stoughton, North Easton and 
Bridgewater.

CURIOUS THINGS FROM CHINA 


The Most Magnificent Beds Ever Seen 
Are Part of ihe Celestial Empire's 
World's Fair Exhibit. 

The Chinese exhibit at the World's 
Fair is filled with pleasing surprises. 
Some of the most magnificent articles 
of furniture are a part of this wonder- 
ful display. The carving and inlaying 
of ivory, bone and wood illustrate the 
marvelous skill of the Chinese. 

Models included in this interesting 
exhibit show the homes and home life 
of the Chinese, their weddings and 
funerals, Chinese tea house, restau- 
rant and shop, Chinese weaving and 
some of the beautiful silks and wear- 
ing apparel of the Chinese and their 
methods of manufacturing them. 

One feature of the exhibit is two 
magnificent Chinese beds, each of 
which has the appearance of being a 
small house of great beauty. One is a 
summer bed, the other for winter. The 
summer bed is hand carved and inlaid 
with ivory and bone figures and land- 
scapes exquisitely carved and 650 
skillfully joined as to appear a part of 
the wood. The bed and furniture are 
ef carved bamboo. The bed consists of 
an anteroom, with tables, chairs and 
tea stands, and in an inner room, which 
is the sleeping apartment, there is a 
couch with coverings of gauzy silks. 

The winter bed is still more elabo 
rate. It consists of three compartments, 
The first contains four chairs, a tea poy 
and a chest of drawers. This is the sit- 
ting apartment. The second is the dress- 
ing room, and the third is the sleep- 
ing apartment, or the couch itself. The 
! furniture is of rosewood inlaid with 
ivory carving of birds, flowers and 
trees, The couch is covered with silks 
of the finest texture and in gaudy col- 
ors. The sleeping compartments are 
lighted with Chinese lanterns of silk 
hung at the outer entrance, while the 
light enters through gauze panels, hand 
painted and in forms of rosewood in- 
laid with ivory figures, 

A table and dish made of highly pol- 
ished ash, with exquisitely carved 
bamboo figures inlaid, are shown, The 
work is so artistically done that each 
article seems to have been made of 
one piece of wood. 

There is also a large display of Chi- 
nese lanterns made of silk, gauze and 
other light material and some made of 
beads artistically arranged with glass 
centers. The silk and gauze are beau- 
tifully hand painted. 

There are models of some of the 
great Chinese temples, theaters and 
arches, showing elaborate carving in 
wood and Ivory and two large elephant 
tusks exquleitely carved.

The City Council. 


The annual appropriations fur 1904 
have finally passsed. The revised order 
was ordained by the City Council April 
29th and was signed. by Mayor 
Bryant.- 

Conucilmen Hadlock, Holmes, Loud, 
Hughes, Thompson and Walsh were the 
abseniees, 

The only business that could be con- 
sidered were the budget and street 
watering orders. 

The committee on Finance reported 
on the badget, which took its second 
reading. 

Chairman Porter of the School Com- 
mitte addressed the Counci!. He said 
the committee was expected to run 
their department for the same sum as 
in 1903. It is evident with an increase 
of 250 pupils the schools cannot be sup- 
ported for the same sum as last year. 
The statement made in debate at the 
last Council meeting that you can do 
so much with so much money is true in 
this department. The charge has been 
made that the School Committe waste 
money, the test isa comparison with 
what it costs to maintain the same 
number of pupils in other places in the 
State. If Quincy comes 60 per cent 
below any other town or city I am very 
sure we cannot be accused of unwar- 
ranted expenses. 

The School Committee are obliged to 
advertise for bids for supplies and we 
cannot be condemned if we take the 
lowest bidder. 

If it is possible to apply more monsy 
to the schools it should be done, as it 
is the most important of all depart- 
ments, The schools this year only 
asked for an increase of tbree per cent. 
There are other departments which ask 
for seven, eight, twelve and fifteen 
per cent. If it is possible to divert 
some to this department he hoped it 
would be done. 

Councilman Bass said he was at 
to know how to answer that question. 
The budget as now before the Council 
balances what we can raise into $35.68. 
This is too small to attempt to do any- 
thing with The persons better able to 
answer the question are the heals of 
department. If they can curtail he 
would be only too glad to apply it to 
the School department. 

Councilman Bass then offered an 
amendment separating the items in the 
Assessors’ budget so thata lump sum 
would be appropriated. Voted. 

Conncilman Reardon asked what the 
$1,500 for maintenance of sewer was 
He thought this department was 
maintained by appropriation passed 
year.

World’s Press Week. 


The greatest gathering of newspaper 
men ever held will make the week be- 
ginning Monday, May 16, memorable 
amongst journalists, That is ‘* World's 
Press Week ’’ at the World's Fair. For 
more than two years preparations for 
this gathering have been in progress. 
The result, now about to be achieved, 
is a World's Press Parliament in which 
will sit as delegates many of the most 
distinguished jouraalists in the world. 
Newspaper men from every state and 
city in the United States will be present, 
and famous representatives of the press 
of every foreign land will cooperate to 
make this parliament complete. About 
3,000 journalists are expected. 

During the week many state and dis- 
trict press associations will hold their 
sessions within the exposition grounds. 
The National Editorial Association also 
will hold its annual convention there. 
Elaborate programs of entertainment 
have been prepared for the members of 
the various associations and for the 


delegates to the Universal parliament. 


The newspaper man, for seven days, 
will be the invited and welcome guest 
of the greatest universal exposition. 
The week’s program begins Monday 
morning as soon asthe gates of the 
World’s Fair are open, the first number 
being a grand band concert. At 9 
o’clock follows an organ recital in the 
magnificent Festival Hall. The National 
Editorial Association meets at 9.30 


o'clock in Recital Hall, and again at 2 
o'clock. 


At 4 o’clock the Kansas com- 
mission receives the newspaper men in 


the Kansas state pavilion, and at 8 


o’clock there is an evening session of 


the national convention. 

Each day of the week begins with a 
band concert and organ recital in honor 
of the visiting journalists. ‘Tuesday 
morning the National Editorial Asso- 
ciation holds another session, and in 
the afternoon, from 2 to 4 o'clock, the 
Missouri Press Association will meet 
in the splendid Missouri state building. 
The evening is occupied by a reception 
in that building by the Missouri com- 
mission for the World's Fair. 

Wednesday morning the national 
its sessions, 
and in the afternoon there are recep- 
tions at the Indiana, Wisconsin, Ohio 
and Arizona buildings. An evening 
reception by the Exposition officials 
will close the day. 

Sessions of the national association 
are held Thursday morning and after- 
noon, Texas and Oklahoma receive the 
newspaper guests at their respective 
pavilions during the afternoon. At 8 
o’clock the first session of the World’s 
Press Parliament will begin in Festival 
Hall. 

The second session of the parliament 
will be held Friday morning, with a 
third session in the evening.

The summers of 1816 and Iisi7 are 


famous in history as having been the 
coldest on record. In 1816 the wheat 
crop was almost a total failure and 
there was frost every mooth in lower 
Vermont, which was at that time the 
granary of New York city. 

The summers of 1902 and 1903 
similar to those of IS16 and 1817 and 
it is not unlikely that 1904 will give 
us a warm summer, if we can draw 
any conclusion from a comparison with 
the hot summer of 1818, which fol- 
lowed the two extremely cold summers 
of 1816 and 1817. 

According to the Tyndall theory ev- 
ery cold wave is followed by a hot 
wave and vice versa, The winters of 
1902 and 1903 were warm and tho 
springs of those years extremely warm. 
In 1902 and 1903 we paid for those 
warm springs and winters with cold 
summers. 

The summer of 1004, on this theory 
should be bot, for atthe present time 
there is a deficiency of about 700 de- 
grees in temperature since Jan. 1, 
1904, and this must be made up; just 
as ip 1902 and 1903, New England 
paid for the warm winters and springs 
with cold summers.

New Hotel Bill. 


By a yote of 21 to 12, Senator 
Brackett being in the affirmative and 
Senatur Bemis in the negative, a new 
liquor bill was substituted in the Senate 
on Thursday which practically repeals 
tho semi colon law, 

‘The new bill offered by Senator Lane 
of Suffolk, does not permit the sale of 
intoxicating liquor by hotels to guests 
after 11 o’clock on the Sabbath, but 
does permit licensed innholders in cities 
of 45,000 population tu ‘*sell such 
iquors between the hours of 11 and 12 
at night, except on the Lord's day, in 
conformity with such regulations as 
shall be prescribed by the board. of 
police in Boston and by the licensiag 
authority in said other cities.’’ The 
bill also makes it the duty of said boards 
to make and prescribe regulations.

trators usually do. 


The comments of Dr. A. E. Winship 
of the Journal of Education at the Press 
Congress at the World’s Fair this week 
will receive the endorsement of many. 
His paper was on the *‘ New Respopsi- 
bilities of Journalism ’’ and he said in 
part: 

** America’s permanence is dependent 
spon the honest, absolute reign of the 
common people. There is as much 
need of their independence of the few 
as of their superiority to the bad 

** There is nothing in America which 
the common people so completely own 
as the press. If they should fail to 
buy papers for three months they would 
drive two-thirds of all the daily papers 
into bankruptcy. 

**For the first time in American his- 
story some city dailies are giving atten- 
tion to the common people. A hundred 
times as much journalistic attention is 
given the common people by the city 
dailies as ten years ago; comparatively 
few great dailies now worship aristoc- 
racy in finance or society. 

**Is it an unreasonable hope that the 
new joarnalism, as sweet as June, as 
tonic as October will be the safe and 
Leroic leader of the common people? 

**Not till then wiil voting be inotelli- 
gent and independent, and ail the votes 
freely cast and fairly counted; all pro- 
perty be justly taxed, and all taxes 
honestly and fully collected, and right 
theories be right conditions.’’ 


The failure of Quincy to have a grand 
gala day over the launching of the 
first steel battleship ever built in New 
England, has caused considerable com- 
ment. The strike, of course, gave it a 
black eyeand made it almost impossible 
this time, bat it would have been much 
same had there been no strike, except 
that the attendance would have been 
larger. 

As it was only a very few koew that 
the launching was to take place on 
Tuesday, and they were almost wholly 
Quincy, Weymouth and Braintree people. 
Even the street railway did not run 
extra cars to accommodate those who did 
attend. Probably 1000 witnessed the 
launching from the Quincy Point bridge 
and the North Weymouth shore. 

It is unfortunate that Quincy should 


be advertised so unfavorably by the! 


shipyard strike, and at the same time 
miss such an opportunity to advertise 
itself favorably through the launching 
of a big battleship. If publicity was 
given to the launching, people would 
come at least 25 miles to see it. 
launching of a boat isa novelty to 
people, and the first plunge of a huge 
battleship is even a greater attraction. 
The street railway alone could make 
@ good investment by advertising such 
a launching all through the South 
Shore towns as far as Plymouth; to 


Brockton and vicinity; to Milton, Hyde | 
Park and Dedham, and in Boston of! 


course, 

At launchings in some places the 
Boards of Trade arrange a program, 
and exterd invitations broadcast, not 
only in the neighborhood but to other 
states. The publicity isa good thing 
for the city, 
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$350,000 to even up the bounties to the 
brave soldiers of the Civil war who 
were so patriotic that they enlisted be- 
fore bounties were offered, whereas 
men who did not volunteer till later 
got from $125 to $600. This was for 
$125 to each man who had not been 
paid a bouoty before, who belonged 
the quota of Massachusetts. 

It is kaown that about 2200 such men 
are alive, and it is supposed that there 
are about 3000. Of course that was a 
very moving appeal and again the ways 
and means committee went down to de- 
feat before the vote of the house. 

After that came the bill to require 
the state to pay soldiers’ relief, instead 
of cities and towns, It wasargued that 
the soldiers enlisted nnder authority of 
the state, not of the cities and towns, 
aud that the state ought to pay the 
bills. In spite of the statement that 
this would involve an addition to the 
state tax of probably $1,000,000 a year, 
the majority of the house voted once 
more against the ways and means com- 
mittee and refused to reject the bill. 

Then they voted a little appropriation 
of $15,000 for a harbor at Martha's 
Vineyard, which the ways and means 
committee did not approve, ani so the 
record of the first two days of the week 
was enormous for the taxpayers of 
Massachusetts. It is not believed that 
these will survive the sober second 
thought. 

The prestige of the ways and means 
committee is temporarily under a cloud 
in view of its unprecedented series of 
defeats, butit is to be expected that their 
final success will restore them in the 
good opinion of their fellow members. 
The committee does not have as strong 
fighting qualities as it does sometimes, 
bat it contains some able mea and they 
have tried sincerely and ably to keep 
down the state expenses. But it is a 
safe prediction that they will stand 


stronger two weeks hence than now. 
The opposition to the traaing stamp 


bill has not been able to accomplish any- 
thing decisive yet, though an effort was 
made in the senate this afternoon to 
secure a reco-hmittal in order that the 
judiciary committee might pass upon 
the question of constitutionality. The 
reply of Senator Dana of Middlesex, 
who bad mach to do with drafting the 
bill, was that the joint judiciary com- 
mittee had thrashed out that question 
thoroughly and that nothing would be 
gained by sending the bill back to 
them, So the bill was advanced another 
stage, and it remains to be seen whether 
the opposition can tramp up some 
plausible reason for stopping it before 
it becomes law. They have failed mis- 
erably thus far. 

Popular dissatisfaction with the Luce 
jointcaucus law has developed so much 
since the act was passed at the last 
session of the legislature, that it is 
only common sense for Mr. Luce to do 
as he is doing and not oppose the bill 
which permits cities to reverse their 
acceptance of the act. In some places 
this course was taken with very slight 
consideration and by a minority of the 
total vote. If the people like what 
they bave had, they can hold on 
to it. If they do not like it, they 
might better be allowed to relieve 
themselves than chafe under what they 
adupted hastily. Io the senate today a 
favorable vote was given for the bill, 
after it had passed the house, and there 
seems to be no reason why it will not 
become a law. 

One’s sympathy cannot but be aroused 
for the Boynton bicycle railway bill. 
The company has a charter for a line 
between Boston and Fall River by way 
of Quincy and Brockton. It has secured 
rights of way for the eatire distance, 
but it has not been able to finance the 
scheme, Boynton wants to keep a 
majority of the stock in bis own hands, 
but capitalists will not advance the 


to 


money unless they cau control. So 
there has been a deadlock for years and 
the charter has been revived once 
already. 


Last year a revival bill passed the 
house, but was killed in the senate. It 
is said that the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford railroad is the influence 
which is smothering the invention. It 
was said that the system will carry 
passengers safely from Boston to New 
York in two hours and that it will 
revolutionize transportation. It was 
not denied that every reputable engineer 
who has examined the working models 
on Long Island says that the system is 
practical. 

Boynton has spent a fortune ia 
developing his ideasand naturally wants 
to share the financial return. The op- 
position, as developed today in the de- 
bate, believe in the system and wish 
Boynton success, but he is so peculiar 
that uhey believe that he ought to be 
compelled to permit somebody to take 
hold of it under workable conditions, 
and then both he and the public would 
get the benefit of his ingenious inven- 
tion.

—The following fromthe Universalist 
Leader would apply with equal force 
to any denomination: A suggestion has 
come from aclergyman in a small place 
which deserves attention: It was re- 
ported to him by some visitors to one 
of the large cities that it was impossible 
for them to find a Universalist church 
to attend because all the churches were 
advertised under their local name bat 
the denomination was not given, ‘‘St. 
Paul's Church’? might be of almost any 
denomination; why not ‘St. Paul’s 
Universalist Church?’’ If we are going 
to advertise, let us advertise.

The 
camp consists of some 900 acres in «he 
western part of the town of Rutland, 
several miles from the railroad station. 
Accommodations for about sixty pris- 
overs have been provided in a plain 
dormitory 130 by 60 feet, which is well 
lighted and ventilated. It would be 
easy to assume that we were to have 
our ‘*‘chain gangs,’’ somewhat after the 
fashion of the convict camps of the 
South. But that is far from the Massa- 
chusetts thuoght. The men sent to 
Rutland will not be inmates of the State 
prison, but only the best of the short- 
term prisoners from the various county 
jails of the State.

Mr. Thomas A. Edison, the great ia- 
ventor has jast made his annual kick 
at the U. S. Patent Office. Every once 
in a while he manpages to tell the 
public through the press that the 
Patent Office is unfair avd that he is 
goivg to boycott it. He owes his 
immense fortune to the patent system, 
to the liberality of the patent laws and 
to the intelligence and appreciation of 
the learned examiners in the Patent 
Office who under the authority of the 
Commissiover of Patents investigate 
and allow pateuts for his inventions. 
He has taken out hundreds of patents 
and probably has twenty applications 
for other patents nuw pending. But 
because an examiner refuses to grant 
him something that he does not think 
him entitled to, he is seeking extra 
judicial relief. The Patent Office is 
perhaps the fairest of all government 
offices, The examiners are specialists 
of education, many of them holding 
degrees as lawyers and doctors, a large 
majority of them capable of tilling the 
Commissioner's chair. Mr. Edison is a 
spoiled child of genius and of fortune. 

There was great excitement at the 
State Department yesterday over the 
violent kidnappivg of a prominent and 
wealthy American named Perdicaris at 
Tangier, Morocco, directly opposite 
Gibraltar, Heand his stepson were 
seized in his palace which is famous 
for its entertainment of American tour- 
ists, and were hurried to the mountains 
around Fez. Thirty years ago I knew 
Perdicaris well in New York City, He 
was a rich and dashing young Jersey 
man, having spent the first twenty-five 
years of his life in Trenton, He was 
not only heir toa fortune of millions 
but he was an artist of repute, and an 
ambitious playwright. He had married 
an attractive English widow who had 
two beautiful daughters and he was 
everywhere welcomed in the cultured 
society of the metropolis. I never have 
spent a pleasauter week than my so- 
journ at his mansion near the Delaware, 

A few years later his father, a Greek 
revolutionist and exile, died and lon 
left with his family to spend his life 
on the Mediterranean. He bought a 
magnificent palace, the home of former 
sultans, on a sightly hill back of Tan- 
gier, and there for many years he has 
dispensed a lordly hospitality. Now, 
while in the midstof banqueting friends 
he is suddenly seized by an insolent 
banditti and held for a great but indef- 
inite ransom. 

What will be done about it? The 
Secretary of the Navy has telegraphed 
to Admiral Chadwick atthe Canaries 
to push on at once to the Morocco sea- 
port. fe has four war vessels with 
him. I called at the Navy Department 
yesterday and tried in vain to get a 
copy of the despatch to Chadwick, No: 


What is 
it? The man in tbe White House is 
said to be strenuous, Will be do what 
France or Great Britain would do onder 
the same circumstances! Morocco is 
the only part of Northern Africa that is 
now ruled by native chiefs. Spain 
wants it; but the conceit has been 
taken out of her during the last few 
years, and her remonstrance against our 
demand for reparation would not be 
likely to take a viclent form.

The World’s Fair.

to the World’s Fair, the readers no 
doubt would be pleased to know about 
our trip and whut we think of the big 
undertaking. 

In the first place we will speak of our 
journey to the grounds. Being a dele- 
gate to the National Editorial Conven- 
tion held at St. Louis, we went with 
other editors and their ladies on the 
Continental Limited from Boston to St. 
Louis, It is a solid fast through train 
rupning every day in the year without 
change of cars between the two cities 
named, The equipment is as fine as in 
use on any first class line. Al! meals 
are served in dining cars, placed upon 
the train at convenient hours. The 
dining cars serving this train are as fine 
as are made, They are mostly new, 
being electrically lighted and equipped 
with electric fans which are kept in 
motion when the temperature requires 
it. All the furnishings of these cars 
are very elaborate and beautiful, and 
the cuisine is equal to that of the best 
hotels. The time made by this train is 
very fast. The distance is 1222 miles 
which we covered in about 30 hours, 
or at the rate of 40 miles an hour, 
included all stops, changes of engines, 
ete, 

We left Bostonatthe Northern station 
at 1 P. M. and arrived at St. Louis at 
7 o'clock the next evening; being but 
one night on the road. The route is 
over the Boston and Maine, West Shore 
and Wabash railroads, which are not 
excelled by any. The cars raa 80 
smoothly and quietly that we had a 
good night's rest. 

No State looked more attractive along 
the route than old Massachusetts, with 
its green foliage to the very top of its 
mountains, fruit trees in blossom, and 


its green pastures. In New York State 


the farmers were busy plowing and 
planting, The season being cold and 


wet, they were behind with their spring 
work. In Indiana and Illinois as we 
crossed the big

Brockton Registry Bill. 


The speech of Senator Brackett of 
this district in the Senate last week on 
the Brockton registry bill has received 
much favorable comment. The Senator 
not only secured a reconsideration of 
the bill after it had been passed, but 
converted the Senate to his way of 
thinking. He said in part: 

Mr. President: I move that this 
whole matter be referred to the next 
general court, My reasons for asking 
to hear this matter referred the 
general court are these: 

Mr. President, the fundamental prin- 
ciples underlying all legislation should 
be favoritism to none but justice to 
all. Adhering to tbat principle we 
should give careful attention to the 
merits of all bills which are presented 
to us for our consideration. 

This matter which is before us today, 
senate bill 77, was referred to the com- 
mittee upon counties, of which I have 
the honor to be its chairman, together 
with the senate bill 98. Both these 
bills were considered in the committee 
jointly. Senate bill 77, which is now 
before us asking for a registry of deeds 
at Plymouth, and senate bill YS asking 
that the registry of deeds building be 
removed tu the city of Brockton. 

At the numerous bearings which 
were held upon both these petitions the 
committee of counties endeavored to 
deal fairly with both parties. At the 
hearings of which there were three, the 
chairman asked those in fayor of having 
the registry of deeds building remain 
at Plymouth to be recorded, and there 
were 13 in its favor; he also asked that 
the people desiring the registry of 
deeds removed to Brockton to be re- 
corded, and there were 18 in number, 
so, Mr. President, it is readily to be 
seen that the matter was about equally 
divided. 

The committee visited 
well as Breckton, and in executive 
session of the 11 members, 10 being 
present, it was unanimously voted to 
allow the registry of deeds building to 
remain at Plymouth, and that a branch 
registry should be accorded Brockton.

The other reason is this—there is a 
bad feeling between the town of Ply- 
mouth and the city of Brockton at the 
present time, and should we allow this 
bill to become a law, the bad feeling 
which now exists between the town of 
Plymouth and the city of Brockton 
would cuntinue from the present gener- 
tion to generations to come.

My ancestors came over in the 
Mayflower and landed in the good old 
town of Plymouth, and I do not wish 
to take one jot or one tittle away from 
Plymouth. The sentiment today is with 
the town of Plymouth, and I believe in 
sentiment, for if it was not for senti- 
ment we should not have the Bunker 
Hill monument today—but, Mr. Presi- 
dent, allowing that the sentiment is with 
Plymouth, we should not close our 
eyes to the matter of progress and when 
I say, to the matter of progress, I 
mean that the business of the county 
today is being done in Brockton. Ply- 
mouth county can well afford to have a 
registry of deeds in Plymouth and a 
branch registry in Brockton.

A $2,000 soldiers’ monument of 
Quincy granite will be dedicated at 
Laconia, N. H., on Thursday afternoon, 
June 16, by John L. Perley, Jr., Post 
37, G. A. R. Department officials have 
been invited, and Stanton Owen, Esq., 
of Laconia, will make the address, 

An appropriation of $2,000 was made 
as long ago as 1884, but difficulty was 
found in obtaining such a monument 
as was desired for the sum named. All 
efforts to get an increase were unsuc- 
cessful. In October, 1902, it was found 
that a pretty monument of Quincy 
granite could be secured and set for 
$2000, and a contract was soon made. 

Through the efforts of Mayor Greene 
and Senator Galliger, condemned guns 
have been obtained from the Navy yard.

Certainly it did not in votes 
and the bill went along without any 
other debate and with no opposition 
worth counting. It is said that there 
is a clerks’ association which has 
looked after the bill so carefully that 
they are sure of their private success, 
no matter what becomes of the good of 
the public. Not a member tried to 
answer Mr. Ward’s point against the 
bill. 

A rare compliment to a distinctly 
rural district is paid to the first Frank- 
lin representative district by Speaker 
Frothingham. This district includes 
the ten westernmost towns of Franklin 
county and it is represented by Mr. 
Ward of Buckland, who is serving his 
third term. This district usually takes 
turn in the most approved fashion 
where there are many towns and the 
politicians want the office to be passed 
around. But Mr. Ward has _ proved 
such an excellent representative that 
there has been a call for his re-election, 
aud the district has honored him by 
giving him three terms. The district 
has honored itself no less than him by 
this unusual and broad minded course. 
Now Speaker Frothingham says openly 
that if Mr. Ward is re-elected he will 
appoint him chairman of the way and 
means committee. This is a place of 
high honor, being the head of the com- 
mittee in the popular branch which bas 
most to do with the finances of the state. 
The course of the speaker proves how 
important he regards the matter. But 
it also puts a new trial upon the 
politicans of the district. Can they 
rise to the beight of  self-abnegation 
necessary to rally around Mr. Ward and 
give him a fourth term, with the 
possibility that the state might want 
him for two years at the head of the 
committee. Mr. Ward himself has 
told his constituents that he shall not 
be a’candidate for another term and he 
will keep his word. It will be only a 
public call, loud and imperative, with- 
out any activity on his part, which will 
lead him to take another term in the 
house. He appreciates the generosity 
of the district toward him and will not 
crowd himself. This instance is well 
worth the attention of all the small 
places in these days when it is thought 
that the cities runs the state regardless 
of the town and that a man from the 
latter, no matter how able, stands no 
chance of political advancement. 

After seven years of effort the labor

The Adams Crypt. 


As many people now visit the crypt 
located under the Adams Temple in 
which the remains of Presidents John 
Adams and John Quincy Adams and 
their wives are deposited, mention may 
be made that the Adams Temple 
completed in the year 1828 and soon 
thereafter the remains of President John 
Adams and Abigail (Smith) Adams his 
wife, were there interred. 

President John Quincy Adams died 
at his post in the National Capitol 
February 1848, aud a Congressional 
committee accompanied his body to his 
native town, where a great concourse of 
people from far and near were present 
at the funeral services which were held 
in the Stone temple, the eulogy being 
delivered by Rev. Dr. William P. Lunt. 
The body was then deposited in his 
tomb in the adjacent Hancock street 
cemetery, remaining there five years | 
till May, 1853, at which time it was 
transferred to the crypt under the 
temple. 

The body was encased in an air tight 
metallic coftiu, with glass lid, and when 
transferred to the crypt the features re- 
mained unbroken and quite natural.

Its in- 
terior decorations, by Elmer Elsworth 
Garasey, furnish one of the chief de- 
lights of a visit to the national capital. 
A large model of this splendid building 
isa feature of the exhibit. The dec- 
orative features of the interior are re- 
produced ia their original colors, 

The next exhibiton the right hand 
side of the central aisle is that of tbe 
Interior Department, occupying 11,792 
square feet. In this large space the 
visitor finds so many things of compell- 
ing interest that he is loath to leave. 
The Patent Office exhibit belongs to 
this section. There are models of many 
machines that have borne an important 
part ia the development of the nation’s 
industries. The earliest form of every 
device of human invention, so far as 
possible, is shown here. Fur instance, 
you may see the actual sewing machine 
that was the first contrivance of its kind 
ever constracted; it was patented in 
1866 by Elias Howe. The first type-

The strikers probably did not realize 
these things; possibly they did not 
care. But should they not? 


The Patriot regrets that it should 
have misreported the vote of Repre- 
sentative Fallon on the so-called ‘‘Hotel 
bill,’’ allowing the sale of liquors until 
midnight instead of until 11 P. M.

are signed.’’ This is literally true of 
course, and the recent way in which 
the governor has vetoed the work done 
by the legislature shows how necessary 
it is that the bills be read cautiously 
after they reach the executive depart- 
ment. It has been possible to finish 
this week, it has been possible to finish 
in May, if the work had been driven as 
fast and as furiously as it has been io 
some years, but the beginning should 


-|have been made in January lest and 


the committees should have reported 
mnch more promptly after having held 
their hearings. But the end will 
probably be reachei three weeks, or 
two, at most, earlier than last year, 
while one year of Speaker Myer’s ad- 
ministration the end was not reached 
till July 17. So the record will be 
satisfactory this year. It is a cause of 
congratulation, too, that the end this 
year, as far as can be foreseen, will not 
be attended with the rush and jam of 
business, night sessions and _ tired, 
sleepy and indifferent legislators, as was 
conspicuously the case some eight or 
ten years ago. It is no small credit to 
the state to have the last days so order- 
ly that no job is rushed through in the 
grand scurry to drop business and get 
home. After all, it is to be presumed 
that the people prefer to have their 
business well done than to have the 
legislature get through a day or two 
earlier. The difference to the people is 
practically nothing in wayof cost. The 
trouble by bad legislation may be im- 
mense, 

Owing to the conservative sense of 
the senate, some of the free handed ap- 
propriations by the house bave been 
checked. It was not to have been sup- 
posed that the appropriation of $300,000 
for a state school for crippled and de- 
formed children would pass, and it was 
a wonder that such a proposition ever 
went through the house. Of course it 
was defeated in the senate. The senate 
also has referred to the next legislature 
the house appropriation of $150,000 for 
a new hospital for incurable consump- 
tives. But the senate agrees with the 
honse in passing the appropriation of 
$350,000 for the bounty bill for the 
veterans of the civil war who never 
received bounties at the time of enlist- 
ment. This is a bill which appeals 
particularly to one’s sevse of patriotism 
and sympathy and if there is any 
money to be voted, it ought to be given 
before the veterans are all dead. Hence 
there is a feeling as if this bill, so long 
overdue, if it is to be passed at all, 
ought not to wait any longer. There is 
a different sentiment toward the veterans 
of the civil war than prevails toward 
the men who fought in the war with 
Spain. It may seem hard to the 
younger men, but they cannot deny the 
fact. It is possible that the disposition 
of the younger men to call themselves 
veterans, when their length of service 
would have been ridiculed 40 years ago 
in support to the claim of right to use 
the word ‘‘veteran’’ makes a difference 


with the sentiment and more modesty 
on the part of the younger men would 
result in more honor to them. The 
salary bills seem all going through, 


with some criticism, but not enough to 
these bills come from the recess com- 


mittee and have been approved by two 
otber committees, makes it difficult to 
taise objections to them, in spite of 
the appearance of providing fat salaries 
for some not overworked officials, 

Gov. Bates sent three messages to the 
legislature this afternoon, in addition 
to a little one calling attention to the 
need of legislation in order to comply 
with the terms of the national govern- 
ment fur approval of the plans of the 
Charles river dam commission. One of 
these messages was based upon the 
recent action of the supreme court de- 
claring that eatertainments which give 
their net proceeds to benevolent or 
religious objects, if held on Sunday, 
are legally held. This has called out 
much vigorous protest by some who 
believe that it would let down the bars 
too much, and delegations have waited 
upon the governor to request him to 
take the action which he has taken to- 
day. It is impossible to say what the 
course of the legislature will be, but 
as the movement seems to represent the 
moral forces of the state, it is probable 
that some legislation will be the out- 
come of the message, 

The first message sent to the house 
this afternoon was of the bill to give 
Cambridge call firemen preference in 
appointment to the permanent depart- 
ment. This bill is open to the ob- 
jections which the governor urged a 
few days ago, in another veto, toa 
general bill relating to call firemen of 
all cities, besides being special legis- 
lation. No debate occurred on the 
question of passing the bill over the 
veto. The roll was called at once and 
there were only 10 yeas to 135 vays on 
the question of passing the bill. The 
honse seemed to realize that it had no 
case against the governor and no mem- 
ber cared to debate. 

But it was different when the next 
| veto was received, that on the bill to 
forbid women and minors to work be- 
tween 6 P. M. and 6 A. M. in textile 
factories. Mr. Ross of New Bedford, 
republican, said that some of the state- 
ments in the veto seemed to him to be 
not true, and on his motion the bill 
went over to tomorrow in order that 
the veto might appear in print. 

The senate committee on ways and 
means has reported that the bill from 
the house, to provide for a board of 
registration for barbers ought not to 
pass, but the senate, this afternoon, by 
15 to 16 refused to accept the recom- 
mendation of the committee, so that 
the bill still stands a chance of passing. 
But it seems as if the outlook were 
against it, on the whole, for the senate 
does not usually favor labor legislation, 
and this is understood to be of that 
class decidedly. This bill had unex- 
pectedly strong support in the house, 
commanding the votes of members who 
are not usually allied with any labor 
measures. It is several years since this 
bill made its appearance, and it has 
gained support the more it has been 
debated, so that it was not certain that 
it will not pass In the near future, 


even if it should fail to reach the 
statute book this time. 

Gov. Bates has taken pains to give a 
fair opportunity to the labor men on 
his veto today, for he invited Repre- 
sentative Ross of New Bedford, Senator 
MacInnis of Berkshire, and other 
labor men to a conference with him 
this afternoon. But they came out of 
the room feeling that they had not 
been able to save the vill. They 
loitered around the door of the house 
the latter part of this afternoon, ex- 
pecting that the veto would come, and 
they were not mistaken, The govern- 
or is trying to keep in touch with the 
petitioners for legislation as much as 
possible, for he evidently does not wish 
to stir up needless opposition, 


One of the attaches of the executive 
department, speaking today of the sup- 
position in the legislature that they 
can get throngh this week, said: ‘‘ These 


The Democrats have tried to make 
something out of the financial system 
of the state, but they have accomplished 
nothing, for the governor's recommen- 
dation to have the financial year begin 
October 1, instead of January 1, bas 
been referred to the next legislature, 
while the criticisms of Senator Mc- 
Isaac of Boston on the general finance 
system of the state had only Democratic 
support, every Republican being 
against his resolution for a commission 
to investigate the system and report to 
the next legislature. 

Today much of the time of the house 
was occupied with the stiff fight be- 
tween Brockton and the remainder of 
Plymouth county over the bill to give 
Plymouth town a new registry of deeds 
building. In the forenoon the Brock- 
ton people won, by a margin of one. The 
vote was 77 to 76 on referring the Ply- 
mouth bill to the next legislature, but 
the Plymouth men rallied in the after- 
noon, secured reconsideration by 72 to 
50. Then, on a rising vote to refer the 
bill to the next legislature there were 
61 yeas to 69 nays, and a roll call made 
it 61 to 81 and 26 pairs. Then the bill 
was given a reading without opposition. 
The Brockton people are willing that 
Plymouth should have its bill, provided 
Brockton can get a branch registry of 
deeds at the same time. Plymouth bas 
a technical advantage in the fact that 
the Brockton bill was ruled out on a 
point of order, and there is much feel- 
ing on the two sides. Popular sympathy 
for the historictown of Plymouth saves 
it from spoliation and Brockton realizes 
that the best she can do is to let 
Plymouth keep the registry and get 
only a branch for herself. The eight 
Plymouth representatives, outside of 
Brockton, are solid against the Shoe 
City, and her four representatives have 
hard luck in holding up their end of 
the fight. 

It was thought, last week, and yester- 
day morning, that prorogation might 
be reached this week, but tonight the 
outlook is different and probably no 
one now thinks they will finish before 
the middle of next week. New business 
and pew complications over old business 
occupy time, and all matters are pnt tu- 
gether endwise, Little matters cannot 
be tucked in between big ones. So 
time is prolonged more than some 
people think possible, until they see by 
experience how the session is dragged 
out, Rule.

We venture to say that the ancestors 
of the one who took this occasion to 
insult these ladies, were among those 
who were sent flying across the Atlantic 
ocean when American independence 
began. 

In another case the magnificent sum 
of three cents was contributed. But 
then, of course, times are rather bard 
and installments must be paid, so three 
cents means quite a lot. 

Do not think that all in the city are 
of this kind for they are not, but stand 
ready to aid and assist the old and 
feeble men who when our country and 
flag was in danger, went forth and on

The road doubles itself four 
times, and at one point, after making a 
loop of about five miles, the road comes 
back to within two hundred feet of 
itself on a grade fifty feet lower. 


—A radium clock, which will keep 
time indefinitely, has been constructed 
by Mr. Harrison Martindale, of Eng- 
land. The principle of this apparatus 
is simplicity itself, the registration of 
time being made in two minute beats, 
while its function is to exhibit the dis- 
sipation of negatively-charged alpha 
and beta rays by the radium. The 
clock comprises a small tube, in which 
is placed a minute quantity of radium, 
supported in an exhausted glass vessel 
by a quartz rod. To the lower end of 
the tube, which is colored violet by the 
action of the radium, an electroscope 
formed of two long leaves or strips of 
silver is attached. A charge of electric- 
ity in which there are no beta rays is 
transmitted through the activity of the 
radium into the leaves, and the latter 
thereby expand until they touch the 
sides of the vessel, connected to earth 
by wires, whicb instantly conduct the 
electric charge, and the leaves fall to- 
gether. The simple operation is re- 
peated incessantly every two minutes 
until the radiom is exbausted, which 
in this instance is computed will oc- 
cupy thirty thousand years.—Scientific 
American.

At Mt. Wollaston it was beautiful. 
The velvet like green of the lots under 
the lawn plan having done much toward 
the improvement of this spot. At all 
the cemetries there was an abundance 
of tlowers. 

It is somewhat strange how little re- 
gard people have for graves. This was 
especially true at the Hall cemetery 
the crowd serged across the lots tramp- 
ing upon the mounds of graves, koock- 
ing over flowers and tramping them 
under foot. It was ever so, bowever, 
and it would take a strong guard to 
make people walk and stand in the 
drives and walks. The same is also 
true at Mt. Wollaston, for the lots near 
the monument are a sight after the 
exercises.

It was 
sailed over a seven-mile course in a 
wholesail south-westerly breeze.

SUMPTION 
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.Y. M. C. A. Notes. 


The Board of directors of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association met for 
their monthly meeting on May 24th. 
Of the sixteen members, the fol- 
lowing men were present : G. H. Brown, 
E. D. Gourd, W. F. Cummings, A. D. 
Albee, J. B. Cornish, F. W. Crane, 
Dr. E. R. Johnson, L. A. Turner, A. 
W. Weeden and W. T. Cumming. 

Two important reports were received : 
one from the financial canvass, showing 
that pledges had been made amounting 
to nearly $21,000; the other from the 
building committee, introducing various 
bids received from contractors. 

On the basis of these reports it was 
shown that more money was needed, 
for a building according to the pro- 
posed plans could not be constructed 
and equipped short of at least $35,000; 
that sum including the cost of the land 
recently purchased. 

Through discussion it was suggested 
that by cutting out one dormitory floor, 
the cost of the building might be con- 
siderably lessened. 

This plan was vigorously opposed by 
one member of the board who has al- 
ready given $500; in his opinion, this 
cut would so much effect the usefulness 
and symmetry of the building and at 
the same time so greatly reduce the in- 
come, that he voluntered to give an 
additional $500 on condition that this 
dormitory tloor be retained according to 
plans. 

It was the sense of the meeting that 
the canvass was by no means finished, 
and that before any radical changes 
were made in the plans it should be 
completed. 

It is not all outside the range of 
possibility to raise the needed balance 
of $14,000 within the next few weeks: 
for besides a large number of sym- 
pathetic friends who will give small 
amounts, there are fully one hundred 
and fifty other persons who have been 
interviewed and have indicated their 
interest and their intention of subscrib- 
ing. 

A vote was passed to invite as many 
as possible of the churches to co-operate 
in holding an ‘‘Association Day’’ on 
Sunday, June 19. ‘The General Secre- 
tary is prepared to provide strong asso- 
ciation men, both secretaries and busi- 
ness men, to speak from the pulpits on 
that day. 

Considering the circumstances under 
which the movement was renewed, and 
present local business conditions, the 
canvass which began a year ago, has 
been eminently successful. 

This is the most important philan- 
thropic work which has been started 
since that of the Hospital. Withio 
this organization the ideals, habits and 
temper of the young men and boys 
of this community will be formed. A 
good opportunity is now offerd for pub- 
lic spirited citizens to make further 
offers of large sums conditioned upon 
a certain amount being raised by a 
given date and so assure the immedi- 
ate construction of the building.

Household Receipts. . 


Marble Veal. Take some cold veal, 
season, spice, and beat in a mortar; 
skin a cold boiled tongue, pound to a 
paste, adding its weight in cottolene; 
put some of the veal and some of the 
tongue in layersin akettle, press down, 
and pour clarified butter over the top. 
Let cool. This cuts very prettily, like 
cabinet marble. 


Lemonade Syrup. Lemonade syrup 
is very useful in summer, as,it can be 
diluted with water or any effervescing 
drink as required. Cut the rinds very 
thinly off of six lemons and let them re- 
main in three-fourths of a pint of 
water for some time, add a pound of 
lump sugar, stir over the fire, and boil 
for a minute or two; add gradually the 
juice of twelve lemons, and simmer 
gently, but do not allow it to boil 
again. 

Egg Pudding. Three eggs, yolks and 
whites beaten separately; one table- 
spoonful cornstarch; two tablespoonfuls 
of flour; two tablespoonfuls white 
sugar; pinch of salt; one teaspoonful 
of butter, and milk to make a good 
batter. Bake in hot fifteen 
minutes and serve with a sauce made 
of one cup of sugar, one tablespoonful 
of butter, yolk of one egg beaten till

creamy. Add three-fourths of a cup of 
hot water and stir till smooth. Squeeze 
a lemon for flavoring, and grate ‘the 
rind, then whip in the beaten white. 


A French Chef's Method of making 
breakfast coffee was to mix a cupful of 
the ground berry with one raw egg 
and its shell, and aquart of cold water; 
these ingredients were placed in the 
coffee-pot over the tire, occasionally 
stirred, and allowed to reach the boil- 
ing-point; the coffee-pot then 
drawn to the side of the fire, where it 
could not boil, one-half cupful of cold

water was poured into the spout and 
top of the pot, and the coffee was 
allowed to stand ten minutes before it 
was used, Boiled milk is the best for 
all kinds of coffee. 


White Potato Soup, Unto a cupful of 
mashed potatoes work a pint of hot 
milk and a_ tablespooniul of melted 


butter. Cook together a tablespoonful 
each of melted butter and tlour, and 
pour upon them a pint of rich milk. 
When thick and smooth, pour this into 
the potato puree; stir until scalding 
hot; season with salt and pepper; stir 
ina tablespoonful of minced parsley, 
aud pour gradually upon a beaten egg.

Governor Bates met the first defeat of 
his adminietration when both House 
and Senate passed the Schofield soldiers’ 
bounty bill over his veto. This provides 
for the payment of $125 to every 
soldier and sailor credited to Massachu- 
setts during the Civil War who never 
received a bounty. The bill provides a 
sum of $350,000 to meet this expense 
and it is planned to take it out of the 
allowance to be made by the national 
government to the State.

—Street railway companies have had 
a hard year thus far, and there are in- 
dications of a readjustment of rates by 
steam roads, which will not be altogether 
to the liking of the trolley systems.

One expects surprises in odd corners 
of the worldand yet, even in such places 
itisalways the unexpected that happens, 

S‘andiog upon the rock of Gibraltar, 
straining our eyes across the straits 
toward a shadowy blue line that meant 
the shores of Morocco and letting them 
fall until far below at our feet, they 
rested upon the very small and very un- 
pleasant little ship which was to take 
us there, we decided that for once, we 
might safely dispense with our trunks 
and taking simply the necessities of 
life, make a delightfully unconvention- 
al little dash over the edge of Africa.

The most attractive building on the 
fare grounds is the massive Hall of 
Festivals. The hall is 200 feet in di- 
ameter and 200 feet high. It has a 
seating capacity of 3,500, and contains 
the largest organ in the world. In this 
building are held the orchestral concerts 
and organ recitals in which the most 
celebrated artists participate. It was 
the writer’s misfortune when he visited 
the fair, the middle of May, to find this 
big organ not completed. 

The Festival Hall arises on the brow 
of the hill in the geometrical heart of 
the exposition.

Nashua, N. H., 1s one of the first 
cities to report its tax rate for 1904, 
and it is not a very good start.

The loss of lives from burning steam- 
boats previous to the New York dis- 
aster has been very small—less than 
one-hundred in 25 years, during which 
time only three disasters are recalled.

While the performance was going on

Albert Crane in Runaway. 


A Stamford, Cocn., paper of June 9 
reports an exciting runaway in which 
Mr. and Mrs. Albert Crane of that city 
had a narrow escape. Mr. Crane is the 
son of the late Thomas Crane, and has 
very generously executed the wishes of 
his father in erecting in Quincy a beau- 
tiful Public Library building. Only a 
few weeks ago Albert Crane presented 
to Quincy an estate adjoining the 
Libriry for an enlargemest of the 
grounds, and is constantly showing an 
interest in the institution. 

The report says: Frightened by a 
broken strap, a spirited team of hurses 
owned by Albert Crane of Strawberry 
Hill took fright coming down Straw- 
berry Hill, about ten this morning, and 
dashed uncontrolled through the center 
of the city to Atlantic and Manbattan 
streets where the steeds slipped on the 
pavement and fell. Mr. and Mrs. Crane 
were in the coupe the team drew, and 
Carl Johnson, their coachman, sat on 
the box. Johnson was hurled from his 
seat when the team fell, and Mr. and 
Mrs, Crane tumbled out, but beyond a 
slight sbaking-up and the nervous 
shock occasioned by the wild fight, 
none suffered any injuries. 

The Cranes were coming in to the 
center to do some shopping when the 
strap broke. One of the pair of horses 
is considerable younger than his mate, 
aod much more fractious. The broken 
strap annoyed this animal and caused 
him to bolt and drag the other steed 
with him. In a second bvuth horses 
were speeding toward the center of 
the city. Atevery stride their speed 
increased and when they dashed 
through Atlantic Square the horses 
were travelling at top speed. 

Once or twice Mrs, Crane grasped the 
knob of the coupe door, and was on the 
point of leaping out, but the warning 
cries of people on the street and the 
presence of mind of her husband pre- 
vented her. As the swaying coupe 
whirled through Atlantic street and 
swept on towards the depot, pedestrians 
stood and followed its course with their 
eyes expecting every second to see it 
collide with one af the many vehicles 
passing over Atlantic street or with the 
curbing or trees that skirt the highway. 

The danger of acollison was increased 
by the muddy condition of the roads. 
The driver's face was besmeared with 
the slimy substance scattered in a 
shower by the rapidly beating hoofs of 
the team and he was half-blinded by it. 
Though his strength was unequal to 
the task of bringing the team toa stand- 
still, Johnson was able to guide it. 
His dexterity asa driver was in evidence 
three or four times on the mad flight, 
when, by a sudden twist of the reins, 
ora shout, he directed the runaway 
from another vehicle, 

Going up Atlantic street hill, the 
horses slackened their speed noticeably, 
but so worn out was the driver by his 
previous exertion that he was unable to 
stop them. Once over the summit, the 
team tore along at increased speed. It 
was terrifying to behold them dash 
down the south slope of Atlantic street 
hill. Had there been a trolley car 
standing on the network of traéks be- 
neath the railroad bridge, the conse- 
quences might have been serious. 

Fortunately there were no cars or other 
vehicle in the,vicinity of the bridge. 
When the horses slipped and hurled 
Johnson from tbe box, he was not 
stunned by the fall, but was quickly on 
his feet, and at the team’s heads. The 
frightened team continued tu struggle 
for a minute or two, but Johnson and 
;men who went to his assistance were 
able to control the horses. 

Notwithstanding their experience, 
Mr. and Mrs. Crane were anxious to 
re-enter the carriage and drive home, 
and undoubtedly they would have done 
so had not the horses been cut so badly 
as to require the attention of a veterinary 
surgeon, The horses were led to Dr. 
Hexamer’s stables, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Crane returned home in another con- 
veyance, They had nothing but words 
of praise for the courage and skill 
shown by the coachman. 


Small Gain in Polls.

A cupy of the will of Mrs. Amanda 
W. Reed, widow of Simeon Gannett 
Reed the Portland (Or.) millionaire, 
who died in Pasadena, Cal., a few weeks 
ago, has been received by relatives in 
North Abington and Rockland, says the 
Herald. According to the wiil the 
residue of the estate amounts to $2,300, - 
000. 

Mr. Reed, who built up the vast for- 
tune, was a native of East Abington, 
now Rockland, and up to 1849 was u 
shoemaker. He lived at the corner of 
Union and Market streets, that town. 
Young Reed married Miss Amanda W. 
Wood, a member of one of the promi- 
nent families of Quincy, and with her 
went West about 1850. Mr. Reed died a 
few years ago, leaving his fortune to 
bis wife. The will of Mrs. Reed was 
made in September, 1901, and has just 
been probated. 

Of the fortune, about $2,000,000, she 
bequeaths to prominent citizens of Port- 
land, Or., to be used with the income 
in the founding, and maintaining in the 
city of Portland, the Reed Institute, 
named in memory of her husband. The 
institute is to have natural and tech- 
nical museums, appliances for manual 
training and learning. Classes are to 
be created in literature, music and the 
arts and sciences, especially for young 
men and women earning their liveli- 
hood. 

The Reed homestead in Portland has 
been given to the Old Ladies’ Home of 
that city. In case the property is dis- 
pused of, the sum of $10,000 is left the 
home. The Portland Art Association is 
given all her paintings, statuary and 
bronzes. 

To her sister, Mrs. Emily Pickering, 
and to Mrs. Nellie Amelia Winch of 
Portland, each is given $5000. Mrs. 
Myrtle W. Winch of that city receives 
$500. To the children of her brothers 
and sisters she gives $5000 each. To 
Simeon Reed Winch, son of her nephew, 
she gives $5000 and husband’s 
watch and chain. Other bequests are 
these:

place half the cream and sugar together 
and set the dish in another containing 
water over the fire; let boil ten minutes. 
It must be stirred constantly, and it 
will have a thin blue appearance. Take 
it from the fire, add the remainder of 
the cream and sugar, then the flavor- 
ing; stir well and freeze. One quart 
of cream will make over two when 
frozen. 


Rice Snowballs. Six ounces of rice, 
one quart of milk, flavoring of essence 
of almonds, sugar to taste, one pint of 
custard. Boil the rice in the milk, | 
with sugar anda flavoring of essence 
of almonds, until the former is tender, 
adding if necessary a little more milk 
should it dry away too much. When 
the rice is quite soft put it into teacups 
or small round jars, and let it remain 
until cold; then turn out the rice ona 
deep glass dish, pour over a custard, 
and on the top of each ball place a 
small piece of bright-colored preserve 
or jelly. Lemon peel or vanilla may be 
boiled with rice instead of the essence 
of almonds, when either of these is 
preferred, but the flavoring of the 
custard must correspond with that of 
the rice, 


Scalloped Fish. Remove all bones 
and pick into small pieces one pint of 
cold fish. Butter a pudding-dish; put 
ina layer of the fisb, then a layer of 
of breadcrumbs, then a layer of stewed 
tomato; continue in this order until 
the dish is full, having the last layer 
crumbs; put bits of butter over the 
bake about twenty minutes. 


Pineapple Compote. Shred one pared 
pineapple into small pieces, and pour 
over it a syrup made of two cupfuls of 
sugar and one and a half cupfals of 
water. Let this simmer until it is clear 
and add the juice of half a lemon and 
one orange. Pour the compote over 
sponge cake, scooping out the centre 
of the cake to hold the fruit, and place 
whipped cream on top just before serv- 
ing. 

Strawberry Cottage Pudding. Cream 
together one-half cup of butter and one 
cup of sugar, add one cup of milk, 
one beaten egg, one pint sifted 
and two teaspoonfuls of baking 
powder. Bake in a cake pan, and serve 
hot with liquid sauce, into which 
fresh strawberries, mashed with sugar, 
have been stirred.

Mount Wollaston Cemetery.

The City Council was ina debating 
mood: Monday evening. Consequently 
many orders were thrashed out prolong- 
ing the session until nearly 11-0’clock. 

Councilman Holmes was absent. 

The School Department notified the 
City Council of the vacancy caused by 
the resignation of Miss Adams. Laid 
on the table until later when an order 
was ofiered fora joint convention to 
fill the vacancy next Monday evening. 

The Mayor ina communication recom- 
mended that the common victualler’s 
license of Richard F. DeCelle be re- 
voked, as he had pleaded guilty and 
been fined for violation of the liquor 
law. 

Councilman Loud hoped Conncil 
would give him another chance. He is 
blind and this was the only way he has 
of supporting himself. 

Councilman Reardon favored giving 
him another chance. He had been 
tanght a good lesson. 

Councilman Nickerson opposed and 
favored revoking on general principles. 

Communication laid on the table. 

The Mayor forwarded a notice from 
the Harbor and Land Commissioners 
relative to a hearing on an application 
to build a wharf at Squantam. To 
Legislative Committee. 

The Mayor returned without his ap- 
proval the order granting a license to 
M. E. Littleton at Houghs Neck. 
Parties there had been convicted for 
selling liquor.

Councilman Polk—The Committee 
bas bad no information as to plans, In 
the opinion of the Committee order was 
not in good form. 

Councilman Nickerson—It has been 
understood no action would be taken in 
this matter until High school question 
was disposed of. 

Councilmin Langelier hoped there 
would not be the same wrangle as over 
the Ward Two and High School build- 
ings. Was anxious to get Ward Six 
building at earliest possible moment. 
If the High school is held up for good 
it will be time to push the Atlantic 
school. 

Councilman Gassett bad no desire to 
push this over the High school. 

Councilman Gearwar—The only ob- 
ject is to get plans, so when the High 
Schoul is settled this will be all ready. 

Committee granted further time. 

The Committee on Sewers and Drains 
reported an order for $500 for retaining 
wall on Furnace brook, making the 
amount $400. To Finance Committee. 

The Committee on Licenses reported 
order granting John T. Cavanagh an 
entertainment license for the Casiuo at 
Houghs Neck, be to furnish police on 
Saturday evenings and holidays, Fee, 
$15. 


Councilman Hughes—If we are to 
get apy benefit this order should not be 
delayed. The present system burns 350 
tons of coal. He believed 150 tons of 
coal could be saved every year by new 
system besides $300 or $400 annual 
expense for repairs of old system. 

Counciiman Langelier—The best thing 
to do is to rip out this system and put 
in new one. The Smead system was 
the best when it was put in, but few 
buildings now have it. The company 
has gone out of existence. 

Councilman Whiton could see no harm 
in recommitting. No one knows that 
we can save 150 tons of coal by new 
system. If money can be saved by 
using old system, I say, let us do it. 

Councilman Stone— The gravity sys- 
tem will pay for itself in ten years. 

In reply to a question, Com nissioner 
Knowlton said no plans had been made. 
He should advertise for bids and should 
then determine which system would 
produce best results at least expense. 
He believed best results could be ob- 
tained from the fan system. 

Councilman Bass—The fan system is 
an expensive one. He did not believe 
the saving in operating system would 
be less than old system properly fitted. 
There was no immediate haste. He be- 
lieved matter should be held up, The 
trouble is not with the system but with 
the building. 

Councilman Reardon could not see 
what could be accomplished by recom- 
mitting. The committee have already 
investigated. It seemed a foolish 
waste of money to expend any more on 
this plant. 

Councilman Whiton had talked with 
a West Quincy man who says it would 
be a reckless expenditure of money to 
tear out this plant. 

Councilman Hughes—J know the 
West Quincy man he talked to. Je is 
right in th; line of repairing old things 
and will advocate second hand stuff 
every time. 

The motion to recommit was lost by 
a vote of 6 in favor and 15 against. 

Councilman Stone moved to amend by 
adding word ‘“‘gravity’’ before steam 
plant. 

Councilmen Nickerson, Gassett and 
Thompson opposed. It was better to 
let the Commissioner investigate and 
get bids for different systems. 

Councilman Stone had no interest in 
the gravity system as his firm would 
not bid on work. The fan system will 
cost more torun. He did not believe 
city could get good results with one 
fan. In reply to question he said it 
would cost $600 or $700 more ruu 
fan than gravity system. 

Councilman Whiton hoped motion 
would prevail. Think last speaker 
knows as much as the Commissioner. 

Commissioner Knowlton in reply to 
questions, stated that in 1897 plans and 
estimates were prepared. Heating 
engineers and experts who investigated 
said no satisfactory results could be 
obtained unless it was the fan system. 
It was acknowledged that plant would 
pay for itself iu nine years.

The order appropriating $6,000 for 
the purchase of the Lawton lot on 
School street for a new High schoolhouse 
came up on its final passage. 

Councilman Piper offered amendment 
providing for payment in six notes, 
which was adopted. 

Councilman Nickerson opposed pas- 
sage of order. 

Councilman Stone thought it un- 
necessary to buy a new lot as there was 
room on the present High school lot to 
erect another building. Asked who 
owned lot, and queried if $6,000 was 
not considerable to pay for lot in that 
section. 

Councilman Piper—Lot bad _ been 
assessed for $6,000 for several years. 

Councilman Reardon replying to the 
insinuation that $6,000 was considerable 
to pay for lot in that section, said that 
a High schoolhouse was wanted there 
to improve the section, and for conven- 
ience of pupils.

Better Financial Showing. 


The May 31 statement of the City 
Treasurer shows the expenditures of the 
city to June 1, on accountof 1904, were 
$266,573.85, and it was found necessary 
to borrow $264,000.00 on temporary 
loans in addition to $10,500.00 loans on 
account of city debt and $10,000.00 
loans an account of water debt. 

The collection of taxes to June 1, by 
the Treasurer’s statement, was $152,- 
787 18, and the expenditures on account 
of temporary loans of 1903 were $125,- 
000.00. Ina 1903 the collection of taxes 
to May 31 amounted to $100,629.05, and 
the payment on temporary loans of 1902 
to $111,000.00. 

The total receipts of the city to June 
1 were $514,061.26, and the expendi- 
tures $427,756.55, leaving cash on band 


86,304.71. The expenditures on account 
of 1903, which are included, were 
$161, 182.72. 


Upon inquiry, the City Treasurer in- 
forms the Patrict that since June 1 be 
has paid $25,000 additional on tempo- 
rary loans of 1903, leaving but $30,000 
to pay in July, 

There has also been paid in June, 
$26,500 on the municipal debt, which 
includes the last instalment of $25,000 
on the short munici loans of 1905 
over which there wére so much contro- 
versy last fall. 

The borrowing capacity of $33,225.90 
op Jan. 1 last bas by payment of debt 
been increased to $129,575.90. The 
pew loans of 1904 to June 1 will reduce 
this to $119,575.90. Orders are pend- 
ing in the City Council which if passed 
would require the whole sum and more. 
Among these are $65,000 for High 
school enlargement, $6,000 for School 
street lot, $10,000 for Willard heating, 
$6,800 for street improvements, $50,000 
for Atlantic schoolhouse, $3,000 for 
cemetery improvement, etc. 

The expenditures of 1904 to May 31 


were about $60,000 more than to the 
same date in 1903. [u 1903 they were 
$367,846.32, and in 10904, as noted 


above, $427,756.55. 


Below Assessed Value. 


The homestead of the late John Page 
on Washington street was sold at 
auction on Wedvesday by F. F. Crane, 
to Frank Drake. The price paid was 
$2,720. The estate includes 16,455 
square feet of land and is assessed for 
$5,600. 

The Foster street lot owned by the 
estate of Mr. Page was sold to Julius 


Johnson for $4,800. There is a two 
flat house on the estate assessed at 
$2,500, and 13,305 square feet of land 
assessed for $3,500. 

The first estate sold for about 75 per 
cent of its assessed value, and the 
second estate at 85 per cent. The B. F. 


Curtis estate sold for about U6 per cent 
a few days ago. 

The best bid which Auctioneer 
Dinegan wasable tosecure on Thursday 
for the estate of William Field on 
Adams street was $3750, just $2000 less 
than the assessed value, and then it was 
bid in by the family. It is a corner 
lot, with 15,300 square feet of land, on 
the finest residential street of the city, 
yet it was necessary to bid in the 
property at 65 per cent of its assessed 
value. 


Genuine Railroad Wreck. 


Preparations are practically com- 
pleted for the sensational train wreck 
to be presented at the Point of Pines on 
the afternoon of July 4. This is one of 
the most stupendous undertakings ever 
planned for an outdoor amusement 
resort and an outlay of more than $10, - 
000 will be represented in the destruc- 
tion of two passenger locomotives to be 
used in the feat. Late in the afternoon 
the two engines will be started from 
opposite ends of a half-mile track by 
licensed engineers who will start the 
engines under a full head of steam and 
with throttles pulled wide open. The 
engineers will then jump from the 
engines and the two great iron and 
steel horses will then move toward each 
other with increasing speed until they 
crash together to be burled into instant 
destruction. This is a feat which may 
be only witnessed once as it is an act 
that is too expensive for daily repeti 
tion and after the event on the Fourth 
of July the wreckage will be allowed 
to remain during the summer so that 
visitors tothe Pines who do not see the 
destruction itself may be given an op- 
portunity of gaining some knowledge of 
what happens in a collision.

States gold which has been handed over 
Panama makes the new republic 
among the richest, per capita, of the 
world's peoples.

But the 
poor do not monopolize all the troubles 
of earth. Panama is struggling with 
the question of a monetary standard. 
The rejection of the gold standard, 
which was first indicated, does not 
preclude the possibility of monetary 
A bill now before its congress 
which is likely to be enacted, provides 
for a modified gold standard, the basis 
of circulation being the American gold 
dollar, and the unit the silver dollar 
used in the Philippines. This is a 
compromise which will be pleasing to 
the United States. It will be a long 
step forward from the old silver or 
paper basis that will be of vast value to 
the business interests of the republic, 
and agreeable to all countries with 
which it has commercial intercourse. 
Manifestly the interests of the United 
States in the affairs of Panama are 
paramount. We have not only a closer 
connection with that country than any 
other nation can ever have, but thousands 
of our own people will be residents of 
the canal zone through the centre of 
the new republic. —Brookline Chronicle.

—The annual rainfall] on Khasia Hills 
to the northeast of Calcutta, amounts 
to some six hundred inches, five hun- 
dred inches of which fall in seven 
months, during the southwest monsoons.

Each stands nearly 6 feet high and 
measures about 16 inches across the 
bottom. The men who blew the bottles 
each supplied about 11,000 cubic inches 
of air. 


—Childless churches are distressingly 
numerous, as one may see who looks 
for children in city congregations. But 
parentless Sunday schools are hardly 
less in evidence as preofs that families 
as such are not in these days united in 
the worship of God or the study of his 
word, says the Congregationalist. 


—The borrowing capacity of the city 
of Boston has been reduced to less than 
$800,000, and of this amount more than 
90 per cent. must be used for work 
already mapped out, 


—A special car arrived at Middle- 
boro recently from the U. S. Govern- 
ment fish hatchery at Havre de Grace, 
Maryland, with $3,000,000 shad fry, 
which were put into Taunton river at 
Titicut under direction of the Massa- 
chusetts Fish and Game Commission. 
The car is equipped with double tanks, 
the inner ones being jacketed with ice 
water, while an engine and air and 
water pumps on the car maintain a 
proper supply of the first, and circula- 
tion of the second. Quarters for men 
in charge of the car are provided. 
Other Massachusetts streams are to be 
supplied with shad fry in the hope of 
developing a Massachusetts shad. 


—Rev. Cyrus F. Stimpson, a congre- 
gational minister, recently from Strat- 
ford, Conn,, but now settled over a 
church in Kansas City ata good round 
salary told the clergy of the Missouri 
State Association, a few days ago that 
it is their duty to have large families. 
He said they should denounce five-room 
flats, and should preach early marriages 
and large families. The joke of the 
whole matter is that Mr, Stimpson is a 
young man, whose wife has presented 
him with three pairs of twins and 
several single pledges of affection. He 
thinks because he has a large family 
everybody elseshould. Well, a salary of 
$3,600 helps the matter out! 


—Thirty-two of the forty-five states 
will elect governors this year, and this 
will add much to political interest in 
those states, the governorship contests 
generally promising to stir up the 
people more than the Presidential or 
Congressional elections. It is remarked 
that the more interest that can be ex- 
cited the better are the prospects of 
Republican success, inasmuch as 
political leaders always calculate that 
members of the majority party are 
more apt to become careless and in- 
different than those who are out and 
apxious to get in.— Berkshire Chronicle. 


—The apple tree was brought to 
America by Gov.

—Teople who are anxiously waiting 
for the time when they can afford to 
build houses, or business properties, 
will be encouraged by the report of a 
cut in window glass prices to what is 
said to be the lowest price for window 
glass for over ten years. In many of 
the small towns throughout the state, 
there has been practically no building 
for more than a year. It is safe to say 
that lower prices for every form of 
building materia! will be seen within a 
comparatively short time, and if labor 
is disposed to be at all reasonable, there 
will be considerable building activity 
by the spring of next year, if it does 
not begin in the coming fall.—Bauker 
and Tradesman. 


—The proposition to build a canal 
across the Isthmus of Panama has stim- 
ulated various enterprises in the coun- 
tries south of the United States. The 
Mormon Church is going to builda rail- 
road 1,500 miles long in Mexico, open- 
ing up new lands for settlement and 
cultivation. The more that church is 
persecuted in the United States the 
more it reaches out for new fields of 
growth aud enterprise. In Nicaragua a 
railroad is to be built across the isthmus, 
and will be in running order in two 
years. It is now being surveyed, and 
may prove to be quite a rival to the 
Panama Canal, which may not be opened 
for twenty years. 


—According to a decision handed 
down by a New Jersey judge a few days 
ago, the young ladies of that state can- 
not give up their sweethearts without 
also giving up the presents received 
from said sweethearts. 


—New York society people who take 
pride in showy equipage have recourse 
to various devices to make their horses 
**show off.’’ The latest of these is said 
to bea barness equipped with wires 
connected with an electric battery in 
the carriage, which enables the coach- 
man to sbock the horses and make 
them prance. 


—The losses of life by our war in Cuba 
and Porto Rico are said to bear but a 
small proportion to the number of lives 
saved by the better sanitary conditions. 
Thousands died there every year from 
yellow fever and other filth diseases that 
are now banished from those islands. 
In the Philippines we have not yet 
received reliable returns of the death 
rate since our army went there, nor 
bave we made the progress there that 
was made in Havana, but soon after we 
took possession of Manila there was an 
epidemic of smallpox, which would have 
killed many of the natives if the army 
officers had not enforced compulsory 
vaccination and isolation of cases. 
When the bubonic plague appeared there 
our army surgeons promptly checked it, 
and the cholera bas broken out there 
since, but has been kept well under 
control. General Wheaton, who was 
three years and a half in Luzon, says it 
is no exaggeration to say that a half 
million lives of the natives have been 
sayed by the presence of the Americans 
in the Philippines. 


—The American peanut crop averages 
about 5,000,000 busbels a year, and 22 
pounds of the nuts make a bushel. 
About $10,000,000 worth of peanuts 
yearly are consumed, either in their 
natural form or in candy. The shucks 
furnish good food for pigs, and the 
peanut vine forms a first-class fodder 
for mules. Yast quantities of peanuts 
are shipped each year to Great Britain 

| and the Continent from both Africa 
and Asia, where they are converted 
into ‘‘pure Lucca olive oil.’ A bushel 
of peanut shells will afford about a 
gallon of oil, and the meal is used for 
feeding horses, and is also baked into 
a variety of bread which has a large 
sale in Germany and France. —Scientific 


American. 
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Y. M. C. A. Sunday. 


In eleven of the local churches on 
Sunday the work of the Young Men's 
Christian Association was presented by 
visiting Association men. 

The genera) thought was the need of 
such a work in any given community, 
especially in a community where there 
are so many young mepv as in Quincy. 
What could be accomplished in a well 
equipped plant, that all sections will be 
drawn cluser together by it, and that 
the churches would be materially aided. 

The Association, it was claimed, is 
the church at work during the week in 
this special line. An instance was 
cited where in one city all the churches 
have a bulletin on their church build- 
ing stating that ‘‘The Institutional 
work of this church is done at the 
Young Men's Christian Association on 
Blank street.’’ This is the attitude 
the churches should take and the result 
would be to each in proportion to the 
energy put into it. 

Most of the young men who are 
working have at least 30 hours of 
leisure each week, The Association 
can do much in directing this time so 
to be of advantage to themselves and to 
the city. 

This is also true gf the money earned 
by them. Take for @Xample an associa- 
tion with 300 young men earning an 
average of $50 per month, it makes a 
great difference to a city how that money 
is spent. An Association can by its 
influence over individuals and through 
economy clubs, current problem clubs, 
savings banks and other such influences 
greatly raise the economic conditions 
of the young men and thus of the entire 
community. 

At Bethany Church, Mr. W. D. 
Fellows, General Secretary of the Young 
Men's Christian Association at Fall 
River, spoke for three quarters of an 
hour on various phases of Association 
work. He said that if he were to take 
a text it would be from the prophecy 
of Zachariah ‘‘Run, Speak to that 
young man.’’ His address was replete 
with story and illustration and was an 
earnest appeal in behalf of the work for 
young men. Some of the things he 
said were in substance as follows. 

We little realize the possibilities 
wrapped up in the boy. We are apt to 
push aside the newsboy or bootblack 
with little thought that before us may 
be one of the greatest men of the coming 
generation. Lincoln came from the log 
cabin, Grant from the tan yard. 
Moody, Dewey and Sampson were 
brought forth when needed by the coun- 
try in time of a great crisis. 

We need to become impressed with 
the value of work and tie responsibility 
of the men and women in the commu- 
nity for the welfare of the boys. 

I knew a business man who said, ‘‘As 
a taxpayer I favor the Y. M. C. A. and 
its work. As a believer in good morals, 
I endorse it; and as a patriot, I sapport 
it? 

Nothing costs a community so much 
as bad habits, idleness and immorality. 
As a business policy it pays to support 
societies to shield and protect our homes. 
We insure our bomes against loss by 
fire; our ships against loss by storm; 
and our families against financial dis- 
tress in the event of our death. Why 
not insure our boys and girls? The 
Young Meus Christian Association came 
into existence to insure our young men’s 
characters. 

The young man does not usually go 
astray while at work. It is when rest 
time comes that boys and young men 
go wrong. When they dress up and 
say, | am going down town for a little 
time. There is great danger on the 
track of boys and girls when they go 
out into the night without protective 
oversight. The Y. M. C. A. is an 
agent which furnishes such protection. 
If we are to reach our young men 
through the association we must fur- 
nish and equip a place that will be as 
attractive as the attractive homes. 

Upon the Y. M. C. A. is to rest the 
future of our churches. The cry of 
the country is for strong young men, 
The great men of our country today 
are men with the spirit of God in 
theirlives. If you don't turn the power 
of young men's lives in the right direc- 
tion something serious is going to hap- 
pen, The Y. M. C, A, has succeeded 
in directing this power as no other 
organization has succeeded in doing. 

Railroad companies all over the 
country have been putting up buildings 
for association work among its em- 
ployees. From $200,000 to $300,000 is 
contributed annually for running ex- 
penses, and the companies consider this 
one of their best paying investments. 
President Roberts of the Pennsylvania 
System states that on that system 
wrecks have decreased 66 2-3 precent 
where Y. M. C. A. work is going on. 

In our educational institutions more 
than 50,000 men are connected with the 
association work and the moral of 
the institutions is better than ever be- 
fore. Our government welcomes the 
establishment of the Y. M. C. A. work 
in every vessel of the navy and among 
the soldiers. The Association has 
passed its experimental stage, it is 
fifty years old and is touching the lives 
of men all over the world. 

Dr. Wilbur Chapman is reported as 
saying that if the Association had 
nothing but a reading room he would 
believe in it for he would be sure that 
there would only be good reading mat- 
ter init. If it had nothing but a gym- 
nasium he would believe in it, for the 
gymnasium is a strong agency for keep- 
ing boys’ lives clean, The Y. M. C. A. 
has had more to do with purifying ath- 
letics than apy other organization. 

The boys’ work is one of the mightiest 
factors in the associations work. Three 
hundred boys are connected with the 
Fall River work. Of these more than 
100 are employed in the factories. 
The study classes, the gymnasium, the 
debates and Bible classes have a strong 
influence on the lives of these boys, 
and if the association did nothing else 
it would be worth a thousand times 
what it cost. 

You have a city which you love. A 
city with a history; great men have 
gone forth from it. Thank God you 
stand true to your convictions on the 
ram question. If you lived in Fall 
River you would understand what I 
mean when I say, I thank God. $2,000,- 
000 will not pay the rum bill there for 
1904. You have about 7500 men be- 
tween the ages of 16 and 35. About 
4000 young men from 12 to 18. What 
are you doing for them? 

It will require work in Quincy to 
make the Association a success. A 
mighty responsibility rests upon you 
regarding the boys and girls of Quincy 
and unless you rise to the needs of the 
hour there will rest upon you the 
curse of the results of your neglect. 
Public sentiment may not be what it 
ought to be, but you can create public 
sentiment by furnishing a proper home 
for the young mer. 

Before guing to Fall River, I was told 
that there was no place in the United 
States as bad as Fall River for Associa- 
tion work. I believed God had a work 
there for me to do. The assets of the 
Association were a debt of $1,400 and 
an old building that would not keep 
out the water when it rained, and there 
was practically no membership roll. 
Now we have a plant valued at $175,- 
;000 all paid for except about $14,000 


and a membership of 1,221. 


There bas 
been an increase of about 500 in mem- 
bership since we got into our new 
building. We have 200 in our Bible 
class, and the last three months we 
have touched the lives of more than 
1,300 men in our shop work. We bave 
more than 300 Catholics who are mem- 
bers of our Association. A Catholic 
priest recently said to me, after going 
through our building, ‘‘I wish all my 
young men could come here.’’ 

If you will give your young men a 
home worthy the nameof home they 
will come and will profit by what they 
receive there. 

Mr. Fellows closed with the hope that 
the community would make the work 
of the Y. M. C. A. one of the most 
helpful factors in the life of Quincy. 

Altogether the day was one of great 
interest and it is believed that with 
more perfect knowledge of the move- 
ment the people will continue to respond 
handsomely to the appeal for the balance 
of the fund for the building.

Household Receipts. 


To Can Cherries, Pears, etc. In 
canning cherries be very careful to 
select sound fruit, not over ripe. 
Should you wish to stone the fruit, cut 
the cherry in halves and with a pointed 
knife remove the pit. Allow half a 
pound of sugar to every pound of fruit. 
Put the sugar in a porcelain lined pre- 
serving kettle with about one tablespoon 
of water to one pound of fruit. When 
thoroughly dissolved, skim and throw 
in the cherries which should boil up 
but two or three times when they are 
ready for the jars; fill them three- 
quarters fall of fruit and the rest with 
syrup. Try your rubber bands in cold 
ammonia water to see if they have any 
life inthem; if they have lost elasticity, 
discard them. With a soft damp cloth 
wipe the top of the jar, place the 
rabber band and screw on the top 
immediately; when the jar is cold, 
screw up the topas tight as possible 
and place in a cool dark closet. If the 
fruit is kept in the light it is apt to 
turn dark. These same directions will 
apply in a general way to pears and 
peaches, but after peeling these two 
fruits throw them into very cold water 
until ready to put in the kettle as that 
will keep them white.
